Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 

I accept the honorable position to which you have unan¬ 
imously elected me w A ith the offering of grateful acknowl¬ 
edgment for your generous confidence. 

The responsibilities which rest on the members of the 
law-making body of a great State are always solemn and 
momentous; but I am peculiarly impressed with the nature 
of the duties which confront us as members of the General 
Assembly of Alabama, at the beginning of the present 
session. The circumstances which environ us are of no

ordinary character. With the scenes of suffering and 
carnage incident to one of the bloodiest chapters in modern 
history fresh in their memories, and with the earnest 
recollection of the long night of anarchy and gloom which 
rested like a nightmare upon the State after the close of 
the late war, but recently encouraged with the sunlight of 
hope that came with the dawn of a friendly national 
administration four year ago, the cheeks of our people were 
beginning to flush with the return of a healthful political 
life-blood, and the people were becoming hopeful and bright 
and joyous in view of the evidences of the beginning of a 
returning prosperity. 

But the sad political reverse with has overtaken the only 
national political party of the country within the last few 
days, has stunned the people and filled their hearts with 
gloomy forebodings and their minds with feelings of uncer¬ 
tainty and unrest as to their future peace, safety and 
prosperity. 

Our grand old commonwealth, therefore, as in all times 
of doubt and darkness and danger and uncertainty can do 
nothing but turn her longing face, and her hope for safety 
and deliverance to the fidelity, integrity and patriotism of her 
own sons, and to the wisdom and justice of her own 
laws and to the good management and humanity of her own 
institutions. 

Inspired by the consciousness that under the peculiar 
circumstances, much is expected of us by those who have 
invested us in part with the law making power of the State, 
I'm sure that each of us will ever keep before his mind the 
solemn interrogatory, what is my duty to my State in this 
our day of need? 

It would, doubtless, be esteemed presumption in me to 
undertake to suggest to this intelligent and patriotic body 
the character and subjects of its legislation. 

But the people have a right to expect and do expect from 
us the performance in full measure of all our official duties. 

Now, fellow Senators, ever humbly trusting to the guiding 
hand of Him who never errs, and relying on your generous 
indulgence and aid, and on a sincere desire to do my whole 
duty, without partiality, I accept with profound gratitude the 
high trust with which you have invested me. And now, Mr. 
President, I am ready to take the oath of office and assume 
the duties thereof.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

Message from the Governor by his private Secretary, J. 

K. Jackson:— 
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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

November 13, 1888. } 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

You have come directly from the homes and hearts of one 
and a half millions of free people. You constitute the great 
body of their law-making power. You represent their con¬ 
servatism and their progress, their desire and their will; and 
your legislative action binds the dweller in every cottage and 
in every palace in the State. This reflection is honorable to 
you and pregnant with responsibility. 

The condition of the State, of which it is my duty to ad¬ 
vise you, fills every thoughtful mind with confidence. 

Our agricultural interest, overwhelmed by the great 
change of over twenty years ago, adjusting itself to the new 
conditions, has begun to restore itself. Our lands are being 
better tilled, and in my judgment, improved, and by a more 
extended use of modem implements and appliances yield¬ 
ing harvests comparable if not surpassing those of any period 
in our past history. Out of the wreck of great estates are 
springing lesser agricultural ventures, but more numerous 
and probably more contributory to the common weal. 

Largely these improvements are due lo individual effort, 
encouraged as it always is by free institutions, but the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture contributing a mode and method of 
intelligent intercourse between the agriculturists of the 
different portions of the State and of the United States, and 
furnishing dissemination of useful knowledge on this subject, 
and also the Agricultural and Mechanical College at Auburn 
where scientific and practical agriculture is taught, have con¬ 
tributed much to the improvement; and the new markets 
furnished at our own doors by the wonderful development 
in the mineral districts of the State have given an impetus 
to ttie diversification of our farm products which fills the 
future of the intelligent agriculturist with the brightest 
promise. 

The improvements to which I have referred may not be 
apparent to the planter living in the outlying country dis¬ 
tricts. There many dear old homes have been abandoned 
and the occupants have sought residences in the towns and 
cities, but this has been induced more by the desire for bet 
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ter social advantages, and especially for the privileges 
of the school and the church, than on account of any lack of 
return from planting. 

This process, through which a great community of agri¬ 
culturists are diverting a large portion of their energies and 
materials to manufactories and mechanic arts, is continuous 
and cannot be stayed. But towns and cities are not sores 
as an ascetic has said; they are centres of industrial devel¬ 
opment, and of intellectual and moral li;;ht, and from them 
will soon return an influence which will fill the country 
districts with schools and churches, and with a thrifty and 
numerous population. 

The progress in the development in the mineral district 
of Alabama has surpassed our hopes, and the natural growth 
of the railroad intersts has been commensurate with it. It 
was thought by some at the time of the establishment of rail¬ 
road supervision in this State that it would be an injury to 
their development; but under a wise administration of this 
law, the system furni s hes a mode of arbitrament between the 
railroads and the public, and has served the purpose which 
a real refonn always does, that of satisfying just complaints 
and at the same time fostering the best interests involved. 

The report of the Railroad Commission giving a full and 
detailed account of the admistration of this department is 
transmitted, together with the report of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture. 

At every stage of the progress of mankind, even the most 
favored races on every soil and in every climate have had 
to contend with pestilence. During the last summer a sister 
State to ,the south of us has suffered from yellow fever, and 
our own borders have not been wholly exempt. One place, 
Decatur, almost a newly built city, with the necessarily im¬ 
perfect munical hygienics attendant on rapid progress, has 
been slightly stricken. 

There is hardly any doubt that the infection of this 
limited district had its origin elsewhere, and it is clearly ap¬ 
parent that this might have been avoided by quarantine. I 
shall not disparage the impotance of an intelligent quaran¬ 
tine, but I would emphasize the opinion which I believe to 
be entertained by experts on the subject of yellow fever, 
that above even the importance of a watchful and prudent 
quarantine arises the great duty of sanitary regulations, 
which will be found sufficient not merely to suppress the 
origin of disease, but absolutely to prevent its spread. 
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It is only comparatively a short while since the great 
cities of New York and Philadelphia were reduced almost 
to depopulation by the prevalence of this plague. Time 
and time again it visited these cities and left the very 
grass growing in their streets. 

This reference is made to disperse any idle fears that the 
presence of this evil may not be absolutely prevented by 
sanitary regulations and an inteligent quarantine. 

In regard to quarantine, it is important that it should not 
interfere with the general traffic of the country any further 
than is deemed necessary by trained experts on this subject, 
and while I do not think the power of local quarantine 
should be destroyed, I do think that its powers should be 
limited by the control of the State Board of Health. In some 
portions of the country it was deemed advisable by the 
local authorities to prevent absolutely the passage of trains 
through their vincinity at any rate of speed. Certainly this 
will be deemed to be an unreasonble regulation of quaran¬ 
tine, and to that extent, at any rate, the local quarantine 
should be regulated. 

This entire subject will probably be treated in the report 
of the State's Health Officer, Dr. Jerome Cochran. Since 
the 12th day of September last, he has been at the infected 
point, and his inflexible and dauntless courage, and his now 
unchallenged mastery of the subject matter, foretells the 
value of his report. 

INSANE HOSPITAL. 

The management of the Hospital for the Insane continues 
to occupy easily a high place in the general approval. 

Absolutely stainless in its entire history, it is to-day a chief 
honor to the State, and marks us in the opinion of mankind 
as a humane and intelligent community worthy of the best 
era of civilized Christian progress. 

The Report of the Board of Trustees transmitting that of 
the Superintendent, is in the hands of the printer, and will 
be transmitted in a very few days. 

I commend to your favorable consideration the views of 
the Trustees and of the Superintendent on the subject 
of separating those who may be classed as criminal insane 
from those unfortunates upon whom the blight of crime has 
not rested. 

The last General Assembly by an act approved the 22nd 
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of February, 1887, providing for additional accommodations 
for the colored insane of Alabama, appropriated the sum of 
$20,000 for the construction of additional buildings and for 
furnishing the same for the use and accommodation of 
colored insane persons. 

This appropriation has met the absolute demand on the 
humanity of the State; the money has been wisely ex¬ 
pended, and the improvements can not be too greatly 
valued. 

ALABAMA INSTITUTE FOB THE DEAF AND ALABAMA ACADEMY 
FOB THE BLIND. 

The report of the President of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Alabama Academy 
for the Blind is herewith transmitted. 

At its last session the General Assembly by an act ap¬ 
proved February 28,1887, established a separate Institution 
in this State for the education of the Blind, and placed it 
under the management of the Board of Commissioners of the 
Alabama Institute for the Deaf. 

By the terms of the act the Institute was directed to be 
located in or near the city of Talladega and a well constructed 
and commodious building adapted for the purpose has been 
erected. 

The act was dictated by the opinion that the separation of 
these two classes of unfortunates would contribute to the 
advantage and to the happiness of both, and the experience 
of the management as reported to me has justified the ex 
periment. 

The Institutions have had a prosperous year, and are in 
all respects deserving of the fostering care ot the State. 

COLORED UNIVERSITY. 

The Legislature at its last session, by bill undertook to 
establish the Alabama University for colored people, and to 
provide for its support and government. By its terms it 
also undertook to abolish the Normal School at Marion, and 
contribute the State's property there to this University. 

Acting under its presumed validity, and in accordance 
with the provisions of the bill, I appointed Trustees, and the 
board as constituted, undertook to locate this Institution at 
Montgomery. The unexpended funds in the hands of the 
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Treasurer of the Normal College at Marion were paid to 
the Treasurer selected for this school, and the University was 
put, in operation through a corps of teachers employed by 
the Board. Subsequently, after the payment of $2,500 out 
of the appropriation for the support of said University to the 
Treasurer, such proceedings were had that the entire law 
was declared by our Supreme Court to be inoperative. The 
effect of this decision suspended any further support of this 
enterprise by the State. 

The school, however, at Montgomery, has been continued 
and reference is made to the report of the Superintendent of 
Education for further information as to its operation. The 
school at Marion, discontinued under the supposed operation 
of the bill, has not been revived, and the balance of the fund 
attempted to be apropriated remains in the Treasury unex¬ 
pended. The appropriation attempted to be made by the 
Legislature was from the school fund set apart for the col¬ 
ored race, and the court decided that the Legislature was 
unauthorized by "express or implied enactment," to dis¬ 
turb the equality of the apportionment of the sum appro¬ 
priated for the public schools between the respective races 
and devote a portion of the amount appropriated exclu¬ 
sively to one race to another foreign and distinct purpose, 
leaving the amount appropriated to the other race intact." 

It is believed that the principles of this decision does not 
impair the validity of the legislation by which Nonnal 
Schools in this State are being supported, and, that by a 
Statute embodying the distinct features of the Nonnal 
School, the purpose of the Legislature at the last session may 
be substantially accomplished, and I recommend such legis¬ 
lation. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The work of the Geological Survey, under the adminis¬ 
tration of Dr. Eugene A, Smith, State Geologist, has been 
in progress since the 19th day of February, 1883. 

This work quietly done has been and still is of immense 
value to a State whose mineral resources are believed to be 
boundless, and which have largely remained unknown and 
undeveloped. 

I transmit to you a Report from the State Geologist, giving 
a brief statement of the progress and o,’ the present status of 
the survey, with recomendations as to its immediate needs 
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STATE TROOPS. 

It is with pleasure that I transmit to you the Report of the 
Adjutant General, showing the condition of the State troops. 

It is my privilege of course to be immediately associated 
with the State Troops, and it is my well considered opinion 
that no expense incurred by the State for the maintenance 
of any Department of the Government is more wisely made 
than than which is incurred on their account. 

In discipline, in conduct in camp, and in such service as 
they have been called upon to perform, officers and men all 
have exhibited a readiness, a discipline and a soldierly con¬ 
duct equal to all expectation. In fidelity to the civil law 
they have never failed, and they constitute in this, as in 
every well ordered State, our surest guaranty against turbu¬ 
lence and any combination to oppose by force and violence 
the enforcement of our law. 

PUBLIC PRINTING AND BINDING. 

The law which regulates the public printing and binding 
is not in my opinion satisfactory. The constitution prescribes 
that all the public printing and binding "shall be per¬ 
formed under contract, to be given to the lowest responsible 
bidder below a maximum price, and under such rules and 
regulations as may be established by law." 

Section 230 of the Code prescribes that "the public prin¬ 
ting shall be done at the seat of government." It is believed 
that this statute operates to the disadvantage of the State, 
because it destroys all competition for the contract beyond 
the limits of Montgomery. There is reason for requiring 
that all the printing done on the order of the General Assem¬ 
bly or either House for its use while in session, should be 
done at the seat of Government, but there is no sufficient 
reason for requiring that all other public printing .should be 
executed here. 

That printing establishments here by reason of conven¬ 
ience of location may afford to do the work at lower figures 
than printing establishments elsewhere is an argument for 
extending the field of competition so as to include at least 
other portions of the State. 

SUPREME COURTS REPORTS. 

Under the law, as revised at the last session, the Governor 
was authorized to contract for the publication of the Reports 
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of the Supreme Court. I did contract with the public 
printer for three volumes at a price of $2.04 per volume. 

The proprietorship of the work is in the State, and the price 
at which they are authorized to be sold is fixed by section 
710 of the Code at $5.00. This price in my judgment should 
be reduced to an amount more nearly approximating the 
true cost of the Reports. 

1 am advised that the Slate is in need of one hundred 
copies of the 36th vol. of Alabama Reports. The num¬ 
ber of volumes reserved for the State in 1865 disappeared, 
and the work became so scarce that single copies were sold 
at thirty or forty dollars per copy. These can now be pur¬ 
chased at $5.00 per volume, and I recommend the purchase 
of one hundred for the use of the State. 

EXAMINATION OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

There is no branch of the Executive Department more 
valuable as an aid to the enforcement of the laws than the 
office of Examiner of Public Accounts. Its just administra¬ 
tion not only serves to expose breaches of public trust, and 
to bring account and to punishment faithless officials, but 
also by exoneration and contrast to enforce the claims 
to public confidence of faithful and qualified public 
servants. 

I have ordered 750 copies of the reports of the present 
incumbent of this office to be printed for your use, and they 
will be transmitted to you at an early day in the session. 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

In my opinion there is an increasing respect with the peo¬ 
ple for those laws which constitute their guaranties and 
which they observe to be faithfully and impartially executed. 

The great instances of perfidy in official relations have 
been signalized by merited punishment, and the heads of 
the Department of Justice are entitled to great credit for 
this most assuring condition. 

In this regard I think I should say—associated as I have 
been immediately with your Legislation for the last twelve 
years—that no single act of the General Assembly has con¬ 
tributed more to the advancement of public justice than the 
act of the last Legislature which attaches a salary to the

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office of Solicitor. The most apparent and most valuable 
quality of the law has been to direct and encourage the 
prosecution of the greater crimes to the discountenance of 
the prosecution of petty offenses so expensive and so fre¬ 
quently undemanded by the public good. The loss to the 
State, which appears by the Report of the Auditor, is large¬ 
ly apparent only. The amount of fees earned by the Solic¬ 
itors under the law, much more nearly approximates the 
amount expended in salaries than would appear from that 
Report, and an amendment to the statute securing an account 
and the collection of the fees is alone required to make man¬ 
ifest the pecuniary value of the law. The salaries of the 
Solicitors should not be reduced, nor should the amount of 
the salary depend upon their earnings in any instance. To 
make the salary of the Solicitor depend upon his earnings 
would be to surrender the principle and establish in its stead 
the abandoned and vicious doctrine of compensating him 
according to the convictions which he secures. 

The report of the State's faithful and able Attorney Gen¬ 
eral has not been completed for the reason that some of 
the reports which the law requires to be made to him have 
not been received, but I have been furnished by him with a 
statement of the aggregate fees which appear to have been 
earned in the Circuits from which he has received reports. 

According to this infonnation there has been earned in 
Solicitors' fees for the fiscal year ending September 33,1888:

This partial report tends to show what will be the opera¬ 
tion of the law when by use its enforcement is more perfect 
and the fees are closely collected. 

In some of the counties there are County Solicitors who 
are entitled to a salary of five hundred dollars out of the 
earnings of the fees of the respective counties, but notwith¬ 
standing this fact it seems reasonably clear that the change 
in the law will not entail any expense on the State if safe¬ 
guards shall be placed on the accounting and collection 
of the fees. 
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THE CONVICT SYSTEM. 

The contracts under which the convicts sentenced to 
the penitentiary had been previously employed expired by their 
tenns on the 1st of January, 1888, and in accordance with 
the law, proposals were made for the hire of said convicts for 
the term ensuing, and printed notices thereof were given by 
publication as required by law. 

A number of sealed proposals, were received, and all were 
opened and considered, and a proposal made by the last 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company for the hire of 
all the convicts offered for hire by the State for a period 
of ten (10) years, was accepted by the President of the 
Board of Inspectors, and its acceptance received my ap¬ 
proval. Each proposal, including the one received and all 
those rejected, were accordingly endorsed, with the day and 
signed by the President of the Board of Inspectors and the 
Governor, and are on file in the office of the President of the 
Board of Inspectors, subject to examination by any citizen 
of the State. 

In accepting this proposal, whereby the continuance of the 
present lease system in Alabama appears to be fixed for a 
term of ten years, I do not intend to give the sanction of 
my judgment to the perpetuation of the lease system. I 
thought, however, and still think, considering the state of 
our finances, which does not yet justify an entire disregard 
of pecuniary considerations, and considering also the charac¬ 
teristics of those who constitute very largely the criminal 
class, that the lease system could not at present be dispensed 
with. The law, however, already determined this policy, 
and it only remained for the authorities to consider the oc¬ 
cupation, healthfulness and accessibility of the place where 
the convicts were to be worked, together with the term of 
contract which under the law can not be for less than five 
nor more than ten years. 

The statute directed that in accepting or rejecting the 
proposals regard should be had to locating the convicts as 
nearly together as possible, for the convenience of inspection 
as well as the price bid, and other considerations. 

The aggregation of convicts to the extent limited only by 
convenience is an essential feature of every penal plan. The 
proposal for a term of ten years was preferred, instead of any 
shorter term authorized by law, on account of the important 
guarantees assumed by the bidders of greater care in the 
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management of the convicts, of better and more commodious 
prisons, and generally of a more humane execution of the 
law directing the lease system. 

Besides the change from the lease system to the plan of 
working the convicts on the public account, to which, or to 
something similar, we must in my judgment eventually come 
under our conditions, needs to be very gradual and the initia¬ 
tory steps thereto must be taken with a careful regard to 
making penal servitude in this State reformatory, punitive 
and self supporting. 

In the notice for the proposals for the hire of convicts, with 
my approval, female convicts were exempted or excluded 
from the offer, and also all those who by reason of age, in¬ 
firmity or physical defect of any kind were unable to per¬ 
form hard labor. The class of convicts last described are 
gathered at the walls of the old penitentiary at Wetumpka, 
and are there engaged in such employments as are suited, 
to their condition. 

My examination of the buildings and of the grounds of the 
old penitentiary at Wetumpka, incline me to the opinion, 
considering the property owned by the State and its present 
prosperous condition, under the management of the pres¬ 
ent Board of Inspectors, that at that place may hereafter be 
inaugurated the beginning of a system of working the con¬ 
victs by the State on public account, and I think that legis¬ 
lation at this session raising a commission to consider and 
report upon, at the next session, the establishment of a per¬ 
manent penitentiary either at Wetumpka or at some other 
place, would be opportune. 

It is with pleasure that I commend the President and the 
members of the Board of Inspectors for fidelity, courage and 
ability in the administration of the present convict system,, 
and at the same time recognize that the contractors for the 
convicts have shown every disposition to make the perform¬ 
ance of their contracts confonn to the lawful demands of the 
State and to the suggestions of humanity. 

At the last session of the legislature a law was enacted, 
authorizing the employment of teachers for the moral im¬ 
provement of the convicts; and the Inspectors report to me 
that the administration of this law assisted by the hearty co¬ 
operation of the contractors and encouraged by disinterested, 
friends of humanity has proven an undoubted success. The 
criminal class in any State afford the greatest menace to its 
progress. It is the diseased extremity of the body politic; 
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an effort to circumscribe the disease is commended by every 
lover of the State. 

The principal difficulties which have arisen in the admin¬ 
istration of the convict system is confined to the county con¬ 
victs. The law at present authorizes the sentence of a felon 
to hard labor for the county, and in all cases of misdemean¬ 
ors, where hard labor is imposed, it must be for the county. 
The exercise of this discretion by the Courts frequently 
gathers in the same prison petty misdemeanants with hard¬ 
ened and confirmed criminals. 

The reason authorizing the sentence for one felon for hard 
labor for the county and another to the penitentiary are not 
apparent, and I recommend an amendment to the law direct¬ 
ing the sentence of every felon to the penitentiary. 

STATE UNIVERSITY 

It is a source of great satisfaction to every Alabamian and 
to the lovers of learning everywhere to mark the excellent 
condition and great promise of the State University. 

Already an Institution of very high grade, its endow¬ 
ment made ample by the great public lands on the part 
of the Federal Government, beautifully and healthfully 
situated, with free tuition, under its present able and en- 
lighteneded management, it is destined to become in the very 
near future a seat of learning, comparable to any in this or 
any country. 

The report of the Board of Trustees to the General Assem¬ 
bly has not reached this office, but I have no doubt it will 
be furnished to the General Assembly at an early day in the 
session: 


A. & M. COLLEGE. 

On the 21st of March, 1887, the Congress of the United 
States passed an act to establish an agricultural experiment 
station in connection with the schools established in the 
several States under the provisions of the Act of July 2nd, 
1862, and of the acts supplementary, thereto. 

The purpose of the legislation as stated in the act, was to 
aid in acquiring and diffusing among the people of the Uni¬ 
ted States useful and practical infonnation on the subjects 
connected with agriculture, and to promote scientific investi¬ 
gation and experiments respecting the principles of agricul¬ 
tural science. 
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An appropriation of fifteen thousand dollars per annum 
for each State or territory was made, but the grant of mon¬ 
ey authorized was made subject to the legislative assent, 
with the proviso, that payment of instalments therein made 
as should become due to any State before the adjournment 
of the regular session of its legislature, meeting next after 
the passage of this Act, should be made upon the assent of 
the Governor of the State certified to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The legislature being adjourned and the grant 
being in my judgment constitutional, of great advantage to 
the people of this State and in accordance with their will, 
as I believed it to be, I certified my assent to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the instalments have been regularly 
paid. 

Of the appropriation of fifteen thousand dollars, thirteen 
thousand per annum was directed by the Board of Trustees 
to be applied to the experiment station at Auburn; and two 
thousand to the branch experiment station at Uniontown. 

I think the agricultural experiment station at Uniontown 
will become a great factor in the complete development of 
that wonderful district known in this State as the Cane brake. 
The agricultural experiment station at Auburn has been 
equipped and enlarged and is doing a great work. 

I recommend therefore that the General Assembly assent 
to the grant of the money referred to, and thereby continue 
valuable aid to the agricultural experiment stations of the 
State. 

On the 24th of June, ’87, the main building of the A. & M. 
College with its scientific equipment was destroyed by fire- 
Temporary arrangements were made and the college last year 
had a prosperous session with one hundred and seventy-one 
students. The insurance on the building amounted to thirty 
thousand dollars and with the money collected from the poli¬ 
cies mainly, there has been constructed under the order of 
the board of trustees an excellent chemical laboratory and 
the main college building has been placed under contract, 
and is now in process of construction; it is confidently ex¬ 
pected that the General Assembly will make appropriations 
to complete, furnish and equip this building. 

The importance of this Institution as a factor in the de¬ 
velopment of the State cannot be over estimated. It is now 
giving to our youth great advantages in the departments of 
technical education in agriculture, in the mechanic arts, 
chemistry with its application to pharmacy, metallurgy, en- 
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gineering, etc., and I recommend that the disaster which has 
come upon the State by the destruction of these buildings 
be repaired by reasonable appropriation for that purpose. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

When we consider the decade just closing, approval of our 
civil administration is wrung from the most reluctant and 
the most cavilling. Our assessments in 1879 were $123,757,- 
072.18, with a tax rate of 70 cents on the hundred dollars. 

At this time the valuation of property is about $223,000,- 
000,00 with a tax rate of 50 cents on the hundred dollars. 
During all these years of "narrow affairs at home" our econ¬ 
omy has been almost savage. To our honor be it written. 

Our officials have been almost grudgingly paid, the very 
grounds of the Capitol have been neglected, the sacred 
claims of our maimed veterans have been barely acknowled¬ 
ged, and the tax rate has been steadily decreased. The great 
burden which has rested upon our finances, and even more 
weightily upon our consciences, has been the cost of public 
education. But for this increasing burden our affairs would 
indeed be easy, and yet very few thoughtful men will say 
that the policy of the State has not been both wise and be¬ 
neficent. 

In this regard it cannot be trite to repeat and repeat that 
Democracy is a government in which the sovereign power 
resides in the whole people, who exercise it by a system of 
representation and delegation; that whatever may be the 
experience of a decade or of a period, in the great long run 
the character of the government must depend upon the in¬ 
telligence and the virtue of the electors In such a commu¬ 
nity any method other than the real improvement of the 
voter is but an experiment, and when tried will bring us at 
the end to the threshold of the same great duty. 

The census bureau of 1880 reports in a voting population 
of 260,000 there are about 121,000 electors who cannot 
write; and that there are within the borders of this state, in 
a total population of 1,262,000 souls about 371,000 over the 
age of ten years who cannot read. 

This burden of illiteracy, which we have been stooping 
under was largely imposed by the Federal Government, 
which by a paramount force debased our suffrage and de¬ 
stroyed our property. This edict more than quadrupled the 
illiteracy of our citizenship and reduced our property from 
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the grand total of $650,000,000.00 to $150,000, 000. 00. The 
further immediate effect is felt by a division of the tax mon¬ 
ey from this narrow fund between the children of the two 
races in the State. 

Therefore it remains clear to me that the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment should at least divide the burden which has been 
imposed. But in the mean time we should continue in the 
path which out predecessors have so bravely followed, and 
we should make an additional appropriation from the State 
Treasury to the public schools of the State. 

The public schools of the State during the last scholastic 
year were opened about 75 days in the year, and the fund 
expended for each child in the state was 69 cents. The av¬ 
erage pay of the Superintendents of Education in the State 
has been $210.10 per year, and this condition demands that 
the economy of the past be continued in the interest of pub¬ 
lic education. 

It is not claimed that this policy should be pursued mere¬ 
ly because it comports with the dictates of enlightened 
philanthropy, though certainly it should be no cause of chal¬ 
lenge to its expediency that it is in harmony with it. 

That “the Prussian school master won the battle of Sado- 
wa” is the opinion of one who is neither a sentimentalist nor 
a humanitarians, but a Grandee and a Prince, a severely 
practical soldier and an intense aristocrat. 

The triumph of the favored race is inevitable, and if Ala¬ 
bama would maintain her present pace and reach the first 
place in the list of States, which is her right, she mist 
through her common schools, prepare the coming generations 
for the ennobling and inspiring struggle for industrial and 
commercial supremacy. 

It is unsafe for us, however, to rely either on Federal aid, 
which will probably be temporary or an appropriation from 
the general funds in the State Treasury. 

The intelligent tax-payer does not complain so much at 
the rate of taxation as at the mode of expenditure of the 
tax money. Where the tax is local one and is raised and 
expended in the immediate view of the tax payer, and for a 
local purpose that he deems valuable for his community, it 
is paid readily and with alacrity. 

The principle announced by our Supreme Court in 
Schultes vs. Eberly, 82 Alabama, Rep. 242, forbids the levy 
of a sufficient local tax for school purposes under the con¬ 
stitution as it stands. 
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I recommend that the General Assembly proposes to the 
people an amendment to the constitution which will author¬ 
ize the Legislature to confer on school districts the authori¬ 
ty to levy and collect at local tax solely, for school purposes. 

Such a change in our law would not compel the tax in any 
event, but would clothe the law making power with discre¬ 
tion to delegate the authority where it appeared to be the 
will of the tax payers of the particular district to be affected 
by the imposition of the tax. 

IMMIGRATION 

Next in importance to immediate provision for the educa¬ 
tion of the children of the State, ranks intelligent encour¬ 
agement of immigration. 

Says our organic law, “immigration shall be encouraged;” 
and on consideration surely no wiser doctrine could be pro¬ 
claimed for the people of this State. 

Where a population is homogeneous and reasonably pros¬ 
perous, an argument very conservative and yet strong might 
be made even in thinly populated country, for the presser- 
vation of the status quo, to the end, that for the inhabitants 
and their descendants might be preserved the modes of life 
of the people, their habits, their traditions, their glories and 
the really valuable accompaniments of tranquility. But in 
a territory like our own, yet thinly settled, and with a popu¬ 
lation wanting in homogeneity, there can be no more im¬ 
perative obligation resting on every patriot than that of in¬ 
viting into our midst an immigration which will not only 
bring wealth, but will at the same time make a contribution 
by the side of which wealth is dust—a contribution which 
will secure to us the prime advantage of a homogeneous 
population. 

It is needless for us to enquire why it was that the rep¬ 
resentation in the House of Representatives at Washington 
was changed in 1790 from 30 in the slave States and 35 in 
the free States to 147 in the free States and 90 in the slave 
State in 1860. Certain it is that the great influx of immi¬ 
gration directed itself to the northwestern country whose 
“natural gifts are poor” compared to ours. I think that the 
great cause of this diversion has been removed, and that 
with the load star attraction of a free soil and the dynamic 
force of absolutely free institutions, we may reasonably ex¬ 
pect all desirable immigration and a development and pro¬ 
gress equal to that of the most favored State. 
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The economic argument for immigration is a plain one. 

At present we have in the State a given number of inhabi¬ 
tants occupying a given quantity of soil. The aggregate of 
the wealth of these inhabitants in 1879, the census year, 
was sufficient to make the average individual wealth only 
$299.00. The average individual wealth in the United 
States was in the same year $870.00; in the State of Massa¬ 
chusetts it was $1, 568.00; in Michigan, $837.00; in Illinois, 
$1, 005.00; in Minnesota $817.00; in Wisconsin $737.00; in 
Iowa $871.00; in Kansas $577.00; and in Nebraska $641.00. 

The per capita of wealth in the United States is now 
placed by statisticians at $1,000.00. There has been great 
and gratifying improvement in our own State during the 
past decade, but not so much as to enable one to resist the 
conclusion that every able-bodied man coming from the 
North or West where wealth per capita is, at least, double 
the per capita wealth of Alabama, will by coming make so 
distinct an addition by his property and his producing ca¬ 
pacity to the aggregate wealth of the people already here 
that each one of us will be bcnelltted when this immigrant 
makes his home in our midst. The greater the aggregate of 
wealth the greater the average of wealth. The immigration 
of ten thousand industrial, frugal and law abiding Western 
citizens into Alabama means more wealth and more com¬ 
fort for every citizen of this State. 

There is here room enough and sustenance for a mighty 
people. England and Wales comprise an area of fifth-eight 
thousand, three hundred and eleven square miles, and in 
1880 this territory maintained a resident population of 25,- 
968,286. Alabama comprises an area of fifty-two thousand, 
two hundred and fifty-two square miles and supported, ac¬ 
cording to the census of 1880, a population of 1,262,505. 

The movement of population to our territory as here in¬ 
dicated, in my judgment, will come anyhow by the opera¬ 
tion of laws far beyond the control of government. The 
question is simply shall we wait for it, or shall we prepare 
for it and encourage it; shall we receive it in the near or 
distant future. In this behalf there is no need for a great 
outlay of money, but sufficient only at present to advertise 
our matchless conditions and the generosity and toleration 
of our people and the benignity of our laws. 
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BONDS EXCHANGED UNDER SPECIAL ACT. 

Under an Act, “To provide for the funding of four bonds 
of the State of Alabama, bearing date May 1st, 1883,” ap¬ 
proved February 28th, 1887,1, on the 29th March, 1887, 
took up four five per cent, stock certificates of 1883 of the de¬ 
nomination of $1,000.00 each, numbered 2243, 2598, 3488 
and 3489 and issued in lieu thereof eight class “A” bonds 
numbered 7346 to 7353 inclusive for $500.00 each, with Jan¬ 
uary, 1887, coupon on. 

The act authorized the issuance of four bonds of the de¬ 
nomination of $1,000.00, but the State did not have on hand 
any unused blank bonds of this denomination, and it was 
apparent that the preparation of four bonds for this express 
purpose would be very expensive, and I therefore substitu¬ 
ted eight bonds of the denomination of $500.00 each in lieu 
of four bonds of $1,000.00 each, this being a compliance 
with the spirit and purpose of the Statute. 

RETIRING THE SIXES. 

The Governor was authorized at the last session to issue 
to the limit of $954,000.00 bonds of the State for the pur¬ 
pose of creating a fund to retire the six per cent, bonds of 
the State issued under an Act approved February 13, 

1879. The last named bonds are not redeemable until the 
first day of January, 1890. I have not deemed it to the 
interest of the State for very obvious reasons, t secure the 
loan so long in advance of the time at which the old bonds 
are redeemable; but I do not doubt that with an amend¬ 
ment extending the authority of the Governor in the prem- 
isese the old bonds may be advantageously retired. 

Under an Act approved March 1st, 1881, “To authorize 
the compromise and settlement claims for school lands,” 
the State has purchased 79 of the six per. cent, bonds of the 
State, and there is now to the credit of this fund $34,663.22. 

I recommend that when those purchased are redeemed that 
the redemption money thereof, together with the said fund 
already accumulated under the Act of March 1st, 1881, and 
also the future accumulations under the Act, be covered in¬ 
to the general available fund in the Treasury, and that the 
State account to the school find for the amount thereof at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum. 
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STATE TREASURY. 

On the 27th day of April, 1888,1 caused the money in the 
State Treasury to be counted by the Examiner of Public 
Accounts in the presence of the Attorney General. The 
count was certified and the result showed that all the money 
of the State, aggregating at that time the sum of $667,920. 

32—less $6,458.61 to the credit of the State on interest ac¬ 
count with the American Exchange National Bank, fiscal 
agent in New York—was in the vaults of the Treasury. 

There was in the State Treasury at its highest mark during 
the last fiscal year the sum of $808,836.62. The bond re¬ 
quired of the State Treasury by law is in the penalty of 
$250,000.00. It will be seen that the penalty is entirely 
unproportioned to the responsibility. 

By an Act of the last session of the General Assembly, in 
consideration that the school money was to be paid into the 
State Treasury, the Governor was directed to insure the 
Treasurer for $100,000.00 additional. In due time applica¬ 
tion was made for a policy of insurance in accordance with 
the statute, but I was unable to secure the insurance on the 
ground, as alleged by the underwriters or guaranty com¬ 
panies, that the clerks in the office of the Treasurer were 
not bonded officials. 

The semi-annual interest on the bonded indebtedness of 
the State falls due in January and July. The semi-annual 
interest to be paid in January of each year meets the State 
at a time when our means are narrowest The collection 
for the current fiscal year are small during the months of 
October, November and December, then continuing to ex¬ 
ceed the disbursements until about the 15th day of June, 
when the balance in the Treasury usually reaches the high¬ 
est mark. 

The payment of the interest in July leaves always a safe 
balance in the Treasury, and the process of dimunition goes 
on until January again, and such will be the process with 
each recurring year. The balance in the Treasury will 
always be large about the middle of June, and will exceed 
the sum of $250,000.00 and I therefore recommend that the 
penalty of the bond of the Treasurer as now fixed by law be 
increased. 

The outgoing Treasurer, Mr. Fred H. Smith—whose report 
is herewith transmitted—assumed the duties of his office at 
a time of embarrassment and complication. He has fash- 
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ioned order out of chaos, and his administration has been 
equal to his efficient system. He takes into his voluntary 
retirement and well earned repose the confidence and affect- 
tion of his countrymen. 

THE FINANCES. 

A comprehension of the financial status of the State is 
the privilege and the duty of every legislator. 

The very able and full report of the State Auditor which 
is herewith transmitted furnishes ample information on this 
subject. He may well refer with just pride to an adminis¬ 
tration of the affairs of the Auditor’s office which has re¬ 
ceived the approval and commendation of our entire peo¬ 
ple and of financiers everywhere. His recommendations are 
entitled to great weight, not only on account of the inher¬ 
ent evidence of their value contained in the report, but also 
on account of his justly earned reputation. 

A critical examination of our financial condition is the 
more important at this session because of a change in the law 
at the last session of the General Assembly by which a large 
amount of money, to wit, the entire school fund, hitherto re¬ 
tained in the counties and disbursed there, is now paid into 
the State Treasury, whereby the tax paying capacity appears 
to have more largely increased that the actual facts justify. 
That which has been termed, and by some considered a sur¬ 
plus, as of 1st October, 1888, is not really so when the figures 
are carefully considered. It must be remembered that in 
this apparent surplus is contained $181,301.21, the school 
money which had been previously retained and disbursed in 
the counties, and which under the law is simply transferred 
to the Treasury counter at Montgomery. Of course this item 
of account did not appear in the general statement of the 
Auditor for previous years. The money was appropriated 
before it was paid into the State Treasury and certainly 
cannot be considered as a part of any surplus. 

In the last biennial report of the Auditor what is known as 
the convict fund appeared as a separate fund while in the 
present report of the Auditor it does not so appear; but it 
constitutes a part of what is termed the available balance. 

On the day of the meeting of the last General Assembly, 
just two years ago, the entire balance in the Treasury was 
$329,124.27. Of this there were special funds which were 
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not available, $32,905.83, leaving an available balance on 
the day the legislature convened of $286,218.44. 

On this day there is a balance in the Treasury of $381,373- 
83. and of special funds not available $51,020,61, leaving a 
balance of $330,353,22 in the Treasury available for general 
purposes. In this balance, however, is included as of this 
date $49,621.69 of the school fund which of course stands 
already appropriated and does not appear in the statement 
of the Auditor two years since and therefore the true bal¬ 
ance with which this General Assembly begins its business is 
$280,731,53 against $286,218,44 two years ago. 

On the first day of January next the semi-annual interest 
on the bonded debt amounting to $196,066.00, will be 
payable. 

These figures show very clearly that while the financial 
condition of the State is comfortable and assuring, that the 
available balance is less by over five thousand dollars than 
it was when your predecessors assembled two years ago, and 
they proclaim that there is yet demand for a careful scru¬ 
tiny of every claim made against the State and the most 
prudent appropriations if we are to continue the wise econ¬ 
omy and safe management which has distinguished your pre¬ 
decessors with the approval of the constituents. 

The valuation of property in the State, on which the tax 
moneys are to be raised the coming year, is already deter¬ 
mined. This valuation is about 223,000,000 and the rate of 
taxation is already fixed at five mills on the dollar. The 
usual expenses of collection for the year about $100,000,00 
so that from the general taxes we may reasonably expect 
very little over a million of dollars for the current fiscal 
year. From poll taxes, licenses and all other sources we 
may reasonably expect about $400,000.00, and therefore our 
resources may be reasonably stated at something over four¬ 
teen hundred thousand dollars for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1889. The disbursements of the current fiscal 
year are estimated by the Auditor at $1,472,230,00 and this 
estimate does not include any special appropriation which 
shall be made at this session. I estimate that at least as 
much money will be required for the expenses of the Gov¬ 
ernment for the fiscal year beginning on the first day of Oc¬ 
tober, 1889. 

We may reasonably expect some increase in the valuation 
of the property of the State for the next yea, but the ex¬ 
tent of the increase can only be conjectured. 
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The public debt of the State is $9,103,900.00. The an¬ 
nual interest is $392,226.00. The valuation of property in 
the State is fixed by assessors at about $223,000,000. 

In conclusion I may be pennitted to say that the service 
of a legislator is crowded with high duties and with personal 
sacrifices. His recompense, besides the supreme sanction of 
conscience, is the confidence of his constituents and the con¬ 
templation of the enduring refonns to which he has contrib¬ 
uted. The history of the State for fourteen years is bright 
with the triumphs of civil administration, and this record 
invokes our emulation.

M. President: 

Your committee appointed to draft and report joint rules 
for the government, of the two Houses of the General 
Assembly of Alabama, would respectfully report that the 
joint committees have agreed upon the following joint rules 
of the two Houses of the General Assembly of Alabama: 

1. Upon the reception of a message from either house 
notifying the other of the originating and passing of bills, 
the secretary or clerk, as the case may be, shall immedi¬ 
ately after the message is read, proceed to read the bills, 
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by their titles unless the reading be called for by some 
member, in which event the bill shall be read at length, 
and it shall be ordered forthwith to a second reading, or 
referred to a committee. The House or Senate, as the 
case may be, shall then proceed with the business upon 
which it was engaged when the message was received. 

2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the 
Speaker or President of the Senate, thereupon the clerk 
or secretary, as the case may be, shall notify the other 
house, and request the signature of the presiding officer 
to the same; and as soon as the message is read, the pre¬ 
siding officer shall immediately sign the bills in the pres¬ 
ence of the House or Senate, as prescribed by the Consti¬ 
tution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into 
either house unless the member who introduces it dis¬ 
closes at the time the fact that the notice required by the 
Constitution and laws has been given, and submits the 
proof thereof with the bill. 

4. Bills affecting individuals or private corporations 
are local or special bills within the meaning of the pre¬ 
ceding Rule 3, but said rule does not apply to bills relat¬ 
ing to public or educational institutions of, or in this State, 
or to industrial, mining, immigration, or manufacturing 
corporations or interests, or to corporations for construct¬ 
ing canals, or improving navigable rivers and harbors of 
this State ; nor to bills which apply to all persons within 
the territorial limits to be affected thereby, and general in 
their application to the class or locality. 

5. All bills for amendment to any section or part of 
the Code, in which the subject matter is stated in the title 
by reference to the section or other sub-division of the 
Code, must contain on the back of the bill, immediately 
below the title, a brief statement of the general subject to 
which such section or sub-division relates.

RULES. 

RULE 1. The President having taken the Chair, and 
a quorum being present, the journal of the preceding 
day shall be read to the end, that any mistake may be 
corrected that shall be made in the entry. 

2. No Senator shall speak to another, or otherwise 
interrupt the business of the Senate, or read any news¬ 
paper, while the journals or public papers are being 
read. 

3. Every Senator, when he speaks shall address the 
Chair, standing in his place, and, when he has finished, 
shall sit down. 

4. No Senator shall speak more than twice on any 
question under debate, and shall not consume more than 
half an hour at each time, without leave of the Senate. 

5. When two Senators rise at the same time, the 
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President shall name the person to speak; but in all 
cases the Senator who shall first rise and address the 
Chair, shall speak first. 

6. When a Senator shall be called to order by the 
President, or a Senator, he shall sit down; and every 
question of order shall be decided by the President, 
without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate; and 
the President may call for the sense ot the Senate on 
any question of order. 

7. If the Senator be called to order by a Senator for 
words spoken, the exceptional words shall immediately 
be taken down in writing, that the President may be 
better enabled to judge of the matter. 

8. No Senator shall absent himself from the service 
of the Senate, without leave of the Senate first obtained. 

And in case a less number than a quorum of the Senate 
shall convene, they are hereby authorized to send the 
Sergeant at-Arms, or any other person or persons by 
them authorized for any or all absent Senators, as the 
majority of such Senators present shall agree, at the 
expense of such absent Senator, unless such excuse for 
non-attendance shall be made to the Senate, when a 
quorum is convened, shall judge sufficient; and, in that 
case, the expense shall be paid out of the contingent 
fund. And this rule shall apply as well to the first con¬ 
vention of the Senate at the legal time of meeting, as to 
each day of the session, after the hour has arrived to 
which the Senate stood adjourned. 

9. When a motion shall be made and seconded, it shall 
be reduced to writing, if desired by the President, or any 
Senator, delivered at the table, and read, before the same 
shall be debated. 

10. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received but— 

To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

To postpone indefinitely, 

To postpone to a certain day, 

To commit, or 
To amend; 

which several motions shall have precedence, in the 
order they stand arranged, and the motion for adjourn¬ 
ment shall always be in order, and be decided without 
debate. 
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11. If the question in debate contain several points, 
any Senator may have the same divided; but on a mo¬ 
tion to strike out and insert, it shall not be in order to 
move for a division of the question; but the rejection of 
a motion to strike out and insert one proposition, shall 
not prevent a motion to strike out and insert a different 
proposition, nor prevent a subsequent motion, simply 
to strike out; nor shall the rejection of a motion simply 
to strike out, prevent a subsequent motion to strike out 
and insert. 

12. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest 
time shall be first put. 

13. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by any Senator, it shall be determined 
by a vote of the Senate, and without debate. 

14. The unfinished business in which the Senate was en¬ 
gaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall have the 
preference in the special orders of the day. 

15. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one- 
tenth of the Senators present, each Senator called upon shall, 
unless for special reasons he be excused by the Senate, 
declare openly, and without debate, his assent or dissent 

to the question. In taking the yeas and nays, and upon 
the call of the Senate, the names of the Senators shall be 
called aphabetically. 

16. When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any 
question, in pursuance of the above rule, no Senator shall be 
permitted, under any circumstances whatever, to vote after 
the decision is announced from the Chair. 

17. On a motion made and seconded, to shut the doors of 
the Senate, on the discussion of any business which may, in 
the opinion of any member, require secrecy, the President 
shall direct the gallery to be cleared, and during the dis¬ 
cussion of such motion, the doors shall remain shut. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any 
person or persons whatsoever within the doors of the Senate 
Chamber, to present any petition, memorial or address, or 
to hear any such read. 

19. When a question has been made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any Senator 
of the majority to move for the reconsideration thereof; 
but no motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall be 
in order after a bill, resolution, message, report, amend¬ 
ment or motion, upon which the vote was taken, shall have 
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gone out of the possession of the Senate, announcing their 
decision; nor shall any motion for reconsideration be in 
order, unless made on the same day on which the vote was 
taken, or hy 12 o’clock next day. Provided, that when a 
vote, by which a bill is passed, is reconsidered it shall be 
in order to move for a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the bill was ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

20. All questions shall be put by the President of the 
Senate, and the Senators shall signify their assent or 
dissent, by answering their aye or no. 

21. The President of the Senate shall have the right 
to name a Senator to perform the duties of the Chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

22. After reading the journal, business shall be called 
in the following order: 

1st. Singing bills by President. 

2d. Call of Districts. 

3d. House Messages. 

4th. Reports from Standing Committees. 

5th. Reports from Select Committees. 

6th. Bills on second reading. 

7th. Bills on third reading. 

8th. Regular Order of the Day at 12 m. 

9th. Miscellaneous Business. 

Except the Committees on Enrolled and Engrossed 
bills, and on Journal, may report at any time. 

This order ot business can not be set aside except by 
a vote of three-fourths of the Senators voting. 

When reports of standing committees are in order, the 
committee shall be entitled to the floor, last occupying 
it when the reports were in order. 

These rules shall not interfere with special orders for 
particular days, or special orders for the Senate. 

Special orders shall be called at the hour of twelve o’clock, 
unless specially set for some other hour. 

Under Call of the Districts, only bills, petitions, or memo¬ 
rials shall be introduced. And every bill, petition, memo¬ 
rial, or other paper, shall upon the first reading thereof, 
be referred by the President to the Standing Committee 
having the subject matter thereof under consideration 
unless the Senate by a two-thirds vote order otherwise. 

And before any petition, or memorial addressed to the 
Senate, shall be received and read at the table, whether 
the same shall be introduced by the President or a Senator, 
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a brief statement of the contents of the petition or the 
memorial shall verbally be made by the introducer. 

23. Every bill shall receive three reading previous to 
its being passed; and the President shall give notice at 
each, whether it be the first, second, or third; which read¬ 
ings shall be on three different days. And no bill shall 
become a law until it shall have been referred to a com¬ 
mittee and returned therefrom, and upon its final passage 
read at length, and the vote be taken by yeas and nays, 
and the names of the Senators voting for and against the 
same be entered on the journal. And the President shall, 
in the presence of the Senate, sign all bills and joint reso 
lutions passed by the General Assembly after the titles 
have been publicly read immediately before signing; and 
the fact of signing shall be entered on the journal. And 
all resolutions proposing amendments to the Constitution, 
or to which, the approbation or signature of the President 
may be requisite, or which may grant money out of the 
contingent fund, shall be treated, in all respects in the in¬ 
troduction and form of proceedings thereon in the Senate, 
in a similar manner with bills. 

24. Bills on first reading may be amended or committed, 
and shall be read a second time when returned from the 
committee on any subsequent day. 

25. The final question, upon the second reading of 
every bill, resolution, constitutional amendment, or mo¬ 
tion originating in the Senate, and requiring three read¬ 
ings previous to its being passed, shall be, “whether it 
shall be engrossed and read a third time?” and no 
amendment shall be received for discussion, at the third 
reading of any bill, resolution, amendment or motion unless, 
by unanimous consent of the members present; but it shall 
at all times be in order, before the final passage of any 
such bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion, 
to move its commitment, and it such commitment take 
place, and any amendment be reported by the committee, 
the said bill, resolution, constitutional amendment, or 
motion, shall be again read a second time, and then the 
aforesaid question shall be again put. 

26. The special orders of the day shall be called by the 
Chair before 12 o’clock, unless otherwise directed by the 
Senate. 

27. The titles of bills, and such parts thereof only as 
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shall be affected by proposed amendments, shall be inserted 
on the journals. 

28. The proceedings of the Senate, when not in 
committee of the whole, shall be entered on the journal as 
concisely as possible, care being taken to detail a true and 
accurate account of its proceedings; but every vote of the 
Senate shall be entered on the journal, and a brief state¬ 
ment of the contents of each petition, memorial, or paper, 
presented to the Senate, shall also be inserted on the 
journal. 

29. The President of the Senate shall appoint the chair¬ 
man and members of the standing committees. 

30 When motions are made for reference of the same 
subject to a select committee, and to a standing committee, 
the question on reference to the select committee shall be 
first put. 

31. When acting on confidential or executive business, 
the Senate shall be cleared of all persons except the Secre 
tary, the principal Executive Clerk, the Sergeant-at-Arms 
and Door-keeper. The executive and confidential legislative 
proceedings shall be kept in a separate book from the public 
legislative proceedings of the Senate. 

32. When an amendment to be proposed to the Consti¬ 
tution is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the members of the Senate shall be requisite. 

33. When any question may have been decided by the 
Senate, in which two-thirds of the Senators present are 
necessary to carry the affirmative, any Senator who votes 
on that side which prevailed in the question, may be at 
liberty to move for a reconsideration, and a motion for a re¬ 
consideration shall be decided by a majority of votes. 

34. Messages shall be sent to the House of Representa¬ 
tives by the Secretary, who shall previously endorse the 
final detennination of the Senate thereon. 

35. Messages may be introduced in any stage of busi¬ 
ness, except while a question is being put, while the yeas 
and nays are being called, or while the ballots are being 
counted. 

36. The reporters shall be placed on the floor of the Sen¬ 
ate by the Secretary, or under his direction. 

37. The presiding officer of the Senate shall have the 
regulation and control of such parts of the capitol, and of 

5 
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its passages, as are or may be set apart for the use of the 
Senate and its officers. 

38. Persons admitted on the floor of the Senate Cham¬ 
ber while the Senate is in session: 

1. Executive officers of the State and of the United 
States. 

2. Judges of the State and of the United States Courts- 
members of Congress and members of the General Assembly, 

3. Ex-members of Congress and ex-Senators of Ala. 
bama. 

4. Editors and reporters, at such tables as may be 
assigned on the floor or in the bar. 

All other persons are excluded therefrom, and all per¬ 
sons are to be excluded from the bar, and the chairs and 
seats of the Senators, and from the closets of the Senate 
Chamber, and from being near the fire-places. 

No smoking shall be allowed in the Senate Chamber. 

39. The time of meeting of the Senate each day 
shall be 10:30 o’clock A. M.; and in all cases, upon the 
adjournment of the Senate, the Secretary shall enter on 
the journal the hour of adjournment, and the name of 
the member on whose motion the adjournment was had. 

40. To aid in the dispatch of business, there shall 
be seventeen Standing Committees, upon the following 
subjects and to consist of the number hereinafter named: 

1. On Judiciary, including rules and regulations; to 
consist of eleven members. 

2. On Finance and Taxation; including accounts and 
claims, fees and salaries, and contingent fund, to consist 
of seven members. 

3. On Federal Relations; to consist of seven members. 

4. On Revision of Laws; to consist of seven members. 

5. On Local Legislation; to eonsist of five members. 

6. On Education; to consist of seven members. 

7. On Internal Improvements, including highways and 
manufactures; to consist of seven members. 

8. On Agriculture; to consist of seven members. 

9. On Municipal and County Organizations, and cor¬ 
porations, to include poor laws and charitable institutions; 
to consist of five members. 

10. On Immigration, Industrial Resources and Public 
Buildings; to consist of seven members. 

11. On Privileges and Elections, including grievances, 
disabilities, and registration; to consist of five members 
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12. On Printing; to consist of three members. 

13. On Penitentiary, Prisons and Punishment; to con¬ 
sist of five members. 

14. On Military, to consist of five members. 

15. On Temperance; to consist of five members. 

16. On Engrossed Bills; to consist of three members. 

17. On Enrolled Bills; to consist of three members. 

18. On Revision of the Journal; to consist of five 
members, whose duty it shall be to examine in reference 
to each bill or resolution finally passed by the General 
Assembly, and report whether the journal contains the 
entries in reference thereto required by the Constitution. 

19. On Rules; to consist of six members. 

41. Bills on third reading, postponed to a day certain, 
shall take precedence on such day, and from day to day 
thereafter until disposed of, of bills on third reading, and 
the precedence of such postponed bills shall be in the 
order of their postponement respectively, and no bill shall 
be made a special order except by vote of the Senate sus¬ 
pending the order of business. 

42. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a 
vote is being taken, except by unanimous consent of the 
Senate. 

43. A motion to lay on the table any amendment or 
substitute shall not carry with it the original bill, reso¬ 
lution or proposition. 

44. The Secretary of the Senate is required to fur¬ 
nish daily to the members of the Senate a printed calendar 
of all bills and resolutions intended to have the force of 
laws on third reading, in the order in which they are 
entitled to consideration. 

45 All bills reported adversely by any committee shall 
be retained by the chairman, until called for by any Senator. 

The chairman will then report the bill, which will be 
read a second time, and the adverse report will come up for 
consideration, when regularly reached on the calendar. 

JOINT RULES OF THE TWO HOUSES OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

OF ALABAMA. 

1. Upon the reception of a message from either house 
notifying the other of the originating and passing of bills, 
the secretary or clerk, as the case may be, shall, immediately 
after the message is read, proceed to read the bills by 
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their titles unless the reading be called for by some member, 
in which event the bill shall be read at length, and it shall 
be ordered forthwith to a second reading, or referred to a 
committee. The House or Senate, as the case may be, 
shall then proceed with the business upon which it was 
engaged when the message was received. 

2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the 
Speake ror President of the Senate, thereupon the clerk 
or Secretary, as the case may be, shall notify the other 
house, and request the signature of the presiding officer to 
the same; and as soon as the message is read, the presiding 
officer shall immediately sign the bills in the presence of 
the House or Senate, as prescribed by the Constitution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into 
either house unless the member who introduces it discloses 
at the time the fact that the notice required by the Con¬ 
stitution and laws has been given, and submits the proof 
thereof with the bill. 

4. Bills affecting individuals or private corporations 
are local or special bills within the meaning of the pre¬ 
ceding Rule 3, but said rule does not apply to bills relating 
to public or educational institutions of, or in this State, or 
to industrial, mining, immigration, or manufacturing cor¬ 
porations, or interests, or to corporations for constructing 
canals, or improving navigable rivers and harbors of this 
State; nor to bills which apply to all persons within the ter¬ 
ritorial limits to be affected thereby, and general in their 
application to the class or locality. 

5. All bills for amendment to any section or part of the 
Code, in which the subject matter is stated in the title by 
reference to the section or other sub-division of the Code, 
must contain on the back of the bill, immediately below 
the title, a brief statement of the general subject to which 
such section or sub-division relates. 

The foregoing rules were adopted.

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REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Huey, from a special committee submitted the fol¬ 
lowing report. 

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

The joint committee appointed to visit the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College at Auburn, Alabama, without 
expenses to the State, beg leave to report that they have 
complied with their duties under the joint resolution and 
visited Auburn, and made a careful inspection of the 
buildings and wants of said institution. The unfortunate 
fire of the 24th .Tune, 1887, destroyed all the college buil¬ 
dings then on the grounds, except a frame building with 
brick basement rooms used for chapel and mechanical 
purposes. With the small amount of insurance received 
from the insurance companies. The board of trustees at 
once proceeded to undertake the task of rebuilding and 
furnishing an institution that is a necessity to the State and 
to every worthy young man who wishes to qualify himself 
to make a good and useful citizen by learning some indus¬ 
trial trade. The board of trustees have under a contract, 
nearly completed a most suitable, substantial architectural 
building of four stories, so far as the simple walls, roof and 
sleepers are concerned, and when the roof has been put on, 
there will as per contract be then due the contractor, a 
balance of $23,452 00. The board of trustees have no funds 
to pay this balance, and hence the absolute necessity for 
this sum to be appropriated. There will then be necessary 
to place floors, floors, plastering, shelves, locks, windows 
sash and weights, stairways, the complete furnishing up 
of this immense building the sum of $26,000 00. The State 
cannot afford to allow such a valuable piece of property to 
stand exposed to the winds and rains, blowing in the doors 
and windows, and to go to destruction for want of an appro¬ 
priation of $26,000.00 to complete it. It is one of the most 
substantial and beautiful of all the State buildings and the 
necessity for its completion needs no argument before the 
General Assembly of Alabama The board of trustees 
desire a further appropriation of $25,500 00 to thoroughly 
equip and furnish with furniture, apparatus, models in 
mechanics and physics, maps, charts, illustrations in applied 
chemistry, engineering instruments, models and illustrations 
in agriculture, testing machines, library, printing outfit, 
etc. They well say, that a house however suitable and ele- 
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gant without the necessary outfit to enable the professors to 
successfully teach industrial and modern science is of com 
parative little value. 

They say that with an appropriation of $75,000.00 paya¬ 
ble in installments of $25,000.00 each for the fiscal years of 
1889—1890 and 1891, the A. and M. College can be put in 
a permanent and complete condition for the education of 
the sons of Alabama, and to be able to successfully run for 
a series if years without other appropriations from the 
State. The money, so far, has been most judiciously and 
economically expended, and, under the same management, 
we feel sure that every dollar appropriated will be discreetly, 
intelligently and honestly expended, and that by distribu 
ting the sum appropriated in installments to be paid 
during the next three years, the sum asked for, will not. 
be burdensome or inconvenient to the State finances which 
under a constantly increasing taxable value must necess¬ 
arily increase also.

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 

was read as follows ; 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

January 29,1889. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith transmit to you the report of Mr John H. 
Caldwell who has been acting as the agent of the State 
in the enforcement of the claims of the State of Alabama 
against the United States for what is known as the five per 
cent, fund, or the two and three percent, fund of the net 
proceeds of lands lying within the State and sold by Act of 
Congress. 

Subdivision 3 of Section 6 of the Act for the admission 
of Alabama, passed March 2, 1819, read as follows. 

Third. That five per cent of the net proceeds of the 
lands lying within the said territory, and which shall be 
sold by Congress, from and utter the first day of September, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, after 
deducting all expenses incident to the same, and improving 
the navigation of rivers of which three-fifths shall be applied 
to those objects within the said State under the direction of 
the Legislature thereof, and two fifths to the making of a road 
or roads leading to the said Slate, under the direction of 
Congress. 

At the time I came into office this claim of the State was 
being resisted by the United States government on the 
ground that the State of Alabama was indebted to the 
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United States in the sum of five hundred and twenty-nine 
thousand, three hundred and thirteen dollars and thirty- 
three cents on account of the direct tax which in the year 
1861 had been apportioned by the government of the United 
States to the sever d States as a war tax. This was the 
amount which had been apportioned to Alabama, and which 
as was well known had never been actually paid by the 
State, and the authorities at Washington held this amount 
of $529,313.33 to be a set-off against the fund which had ac¬ 
cumulated and was accumulating under the act of admission, 

By virtue of the act of the Legislature approved February 
23, 1887,1 made a contract with Mr. John H. Caldwell, 
who had been previously acting as agent under contract 
will my predecessors, Governors Cobb and O’Neal, for the 
further prosecution of this claim. 

The State, through its agent and by counsel, instituted 
proceedings against the United States, and these proceed¬ 
ings were prosecuted with varying fortunes until finally an 
adjudication was held by the Supreme Court of the United 
States favorable to the claim of the State. This decision 
was rendered on the 24th day of October, 1887, and since 
that time there has been covered into the Slate treasury on 
account of this fund the sum of $33,119.90. The contract 
with the agents of the State was directed by an act of the 
Legislature to be made contigent on the success of the pro¬ 
ceedings and following the tenns established by my 
predecessors, and approved by my judgment, was fixed at 
25 per cent of the amount realized, the agent paying all 
the expenses of the litigation. There will be covered into 
the State Treasury in a few days an additional sum repre¬ 
senting the net proceeds of the 5 per cent, fund for the sale 
of public lands for the year ending June 30th, 1888. 

The result of this contract has been the realization of 
three-fourths of the accumulated fund and the removal of a 
fonnidable set off of over a half a million of dollars claimed, 
by the United States Government. Hereafter the accruing 
proceeds under the act of admission will be covered into 
the State treasury without any expenses whatever, and there- 
is no further legislation necessary for the purpose of contin¬ 
uing the benefits to which the State is entitled under the 
act of admission 

The report of the agent, Mr. Caldwell, covers these tran¬ 
sactions and also the prosecution of the claim of the State 
for the swamp and overflowed lands and gives valuable 
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information as to the claim of the State for indemnity for 
school lands in the place of the sixteenth section lost by 
reason of private claims, pre-emption, Indian claims, or 
where the sixteenth section is wanting by reason of State 
boundaries, rivers, etc., and these latter matters I expect to 
make the subject of a special message to you before your 
final adjournment. 

INSANITY. 

I think there should be some legislation at this session 
which will give better security to the community against the 
crimes of the insane or the alleged insane. Whenever it is 
recalled that the principal object of human punishment is 
the preservation and advancement of society, it is easy to 
become reconciled to the confinement of those insane peo¬ 
ple who have at any time in their lives shown that their 
going at large is a menace to society. 

Lofty speculations concerning the diseases of the mind; 
are entertaining and instructive, and are truly calculated 
to ameliorate the condition of the afflicted, hut the imme¬ 
diate protection of the innocent, and the preservation of the 
social order are weightier considerations. I should be sat¬ 
isfied to return in criminal administration to the ancient 
inquiry as to whether the person charged with crime knew 
right from wrong; but if this rule shall appear to be harsh 
I earnestly recommend the passage of a law which shall 
more effectually secure the courts and country against 
imposition by false and desperate pleas of insanity. 

APPEALS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

I have long thought that the delays incident to criminal 
administration are unworthy of our civilization. The court 
below on the trial of any considerable case presents usually 
a Spirited and brilliant trial of legal henneneuties between 
the counsel for the State and the learned counsel for the 
criminal. On each and every pertinent issue presented, 
by the counsel, the circuit judge must then and there, 
without an opportunity to investigate, decide, and all the 
questions, whether merely technical or meritorious, may 
become and do generally become a part of the record for 
the review of the appellate court. Necessaraly in our sys¬ 
tem there must continue to be very many reversals of 
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causes in cases where the merits of the issue are not even 
in a remote degree affected by the particular point on which 
the case was reversed. It is alleged that a great lawyer 
once used this language: 

"An advocate, in the discharge of his duty, knows but one 
person in all the world, and that, person is his client. To 
save that client by all means and expedients, and at all 
hazards and costs to other persons and among them to him¬ 
self. is his first and only duty, and in performing this duty 
he must not regard the alarm, the torments the destruction, 
which he may bring upon others. Separating the duty of 
a patriot from that of an advocate, he must go on, reckless 
of consequences, though it should be his unhappy fate to 
to involve his country in confusion." 

And while this disgraceful doctrine has never been accep¬ 
ted by an honorable profession, yet it is well known that 
the zeal of counsel is usually very great. All the meritori¬ 
ous points are reasonably certain to be made in behalf of 
the defendant by his counsel, and yet section 4059 of the 
Code affirms that no assignment of error or joinder in error 
is necessary, and requires the Supreme Court in effect to 
search the record for a reversible error. I recommend the 
repeal of this section of the Code. 

Further, I do not think that the Supreme Court should be 
required to reverse a judgment in any case unless a majori¬ 
ty of the judges should be of the opinion that the defendant 
is on tho evidence presented in the record entitled on the 
merits to a new trial. I know that such a law would crowd 
the record with substantially all the testimony taken in the 
trial in the court below, and to this extent would increase 
the labor of our already overworked appellate court, but 
the evil which such legislation would remedy is so great 
that I think this additional labor might reasonably be req¬ 
uired, indeed in the long run in the suppression of un mer¬ 
itorious appeals it might be found to lessen the work of 
reviewing criminal cases.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL JOINT COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
THE CONVICT SYSTEM. 

Mr. Bulger, from the special joint committee to investi¬ 
gate the convict system, submitted the following report: 
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Be it Resolved by the House, the Senate concurring. That a Joint Com¬ 
mittee be raised to consist of three members of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, and two members of the Senate, to inquire into, and inves¬ 
tigate the purposes, methods, and practical operation of the convict 
system, and to report by bill or otherwise, such changes, reforms, or 
modifications thereof, as the interest of the State may demand. 

Be it further resolved, That said Committee may sit during the session 
of this Body; shall have the right to call fur witness, and papers, and 
compel the appearance, and production of the same. 

Be it further resolved. That said Committee may employ a clerk if nec¬ 
essary : provided the said Committee shall report, on or before the 15th 
day of December, 1888. 

Resolved by the Senate, the House concurring, That the Joint Committee 
heretofore appointed, to investigate the convict system and the practice 
under it, be and is hereby authorized to sit during the recess of the 
General Assembly, and that paid committee be and is hereby instructed 
to enquire particularly into the matter, and manner of the classifica¬ 
tion of the convicts. 

Resolved by the House, the Senate concurring, That the joint 
committee to investigate the convict system be, and they are 
hereby instructed to investigate the Penitentiary, examine into its 
condition and surrounding: property belonging to the State Penitentiary 
—examine as to the number of convicts within the walls, their condi¬ 
tion, what therein confined for, by what authority they are within the 
walls. How many of them are able-bodied ; how many are not able 
to perfonn hard labor—what employment they are engaged in, it any, 
and how many are able to do hard labor, and report to this House, 
with such other infonnation about the Penitentiary as they may deem 
of importance. 

Resolved by the House, the Senate concurring. That the joint committee 
heretofore raised to investigate the convict system be, and are hereby 
instructed to investigate the hiring of county convicts, and to ascer¬ 
tain, and report whether or not there is, or has been any pool, combi¬ 
nation, or arrangement of convict lessees fur the purpose of controlling 
said labor, or affecting the prices of the same, and whether or not any 
state, county, or municipal officer, has violated the law in respect to 
the hiring of convicts in any respect whatever. 

Pursuant to the preceding; resolutions, your commit¬ 
tee met at the Exchange Hotel in Montgomery, on the 
3rd day of December, 1888, and organized with Robert J. 

Lowe, as Chairman, and Benj. F. Elmore, Clerk. 

On the 13th December your committee met at the capitol, 
and entered regularly upon the performance of its duties. 

The committee were engaged for several days in the ex¬ 
amination of the laws, and rules aud regulations of the In¬ 
spectors of Convicts, relating to the penitentiary and the 
hiring and working of State and county convicts. They 
called for and obtained from the various State Departments 
such information as the records thereof contained in refer- 
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ence to the subjects of inquiry. They also prepared and 
issued a circular letter to the several probate judges in the 
State, calling for specific information on various matters 
within the scope of this investigation. Nearly all of the 
probate judges responded promptly to these letters, but 
several remain unanswered. 

The committee also called and examined Col. R. H. Daw¬ 
son, President of Board of Inspectors, relative to the State 
Penitentiary at Wetumpka. On Thursday morning, Dec. 

20th, the committee met at the penitentiary. We inspected 
the prison and examined quite a number of witnesses. The 
general appearance of the penitentiary is that the property 
and grounds have received careful attention. Approaching 
from the front, the shrubbery and fresh paint present a fa¬ 
vorable appearance, and the barns and stables suggest plen¬ 
ty and comfort. 

We found confined within the walls 147 convicts—46 of 
whom are women—all negroes, except three. Of the men, 


there were— 

Mechanics. 6 

Brickmasons. 5 

Blacksmiths. 2 

Hospital Steward. 1 

Hostler. 1 

Servants. 2 

Cooks,. 4

men in employment about the premises. Of the other 80 
men, 12 or 14 are crippled or disabled, and incapable for 
any work; and the rest were employed in cutting wood, or 
doing ,such other work as could be obtained for them, which 
was but little. 

The appearance of most of the convicts confined here in¬ 
dicated that they were well fed and cared for ; but they ex¬ 
hibited considerable depression of spirit, and upon being 
questioned, they usually answered that they were well 
treated, but preferred being upon a fann. We attribute 
this sentiment among them to lack of employment. En¬ 
forced idleness is the most unsatisfactory of all punish¬ 
ments, lacking all the essentials of reformation. 

The cells at this place are deserving of all that Dr. Cun¬ 
ningham, then State Physician, said of them in his report of 
1884; and we can not but conclude that it is far from hu- 
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mane to confine convicts therein, particularly those who are 
sent there from the mines as disabled or unfit for manual 
labor. Such convicts could be better cared for, and would 
be more comfortable at Pratt Mines. Such, in most cases, 
was the report of State Physician Cunningham in 1881, and 
from our inspection of Pratt Mines and the hospital there, 
it seems to us to be emphatically true at this time. 

We find that when the Williams and Rouse contracts ex¬ 
pired, Dec. 31, 1887, they delivered their convicts to the 
State at the penitentiary. Upon an inspection of these con¬ 
victs by the State Physician, Dr. Jones, assisted by Dr. 
Cunningham, representing the Tenn. C. I. & By. Co., such 
convicts as in their judgment were fitted for work at the 
mines were sent there; the others were left at the walls. 

This number has been decreased by deaths and expiration 
of sentence, and increased by men sent from Pratt Mines, 
upon the certificate of the State Physician that they were 
not capable of manual labor. Dr. Jones, the State Physi¬ 
cian, is of the opinion that under the contract with the Tenn. 
Coal, Iron & B. B. Co., when a convict at the mines becomes 
unfitted for manual labor of value to the Tenn. Coal, Iron 
& R. R Co., he is to be removed to the penitentiary walls. 

This simply makes the walls at Wetumpka a hospital for 
Pratt Mines, conducted at the expense of the State. 

If such a construction of the contract with the Tenn. Coal, 
Iron & R. R. Co. is correct, we are of the opinion that the 
contract is an unwise one, from a humane as well as finan.- 
cial standpoint. 

But, in the opinion of your committee, this construction 
is clearly erroneous, and the error has been an extremely 
expensive one for the State. 

Of the 101 men now confined at the walls, we estimate 
that about 56 men are capable of perfonning hard labor, 
fully 80 of the men are capable of doing farm work, and 43 
of the women are capable of farm work. 

Of these men Dr. Jones testifies that there were thirty or 
forty whom he thought should be removed to the mines, 
and while the committee was at the wall, he and Dr. Cun¬ 
ningham, he says were there for that purpose. Col. Dawson 
objected, on the ground that it might make an unfavorable 
impression on your committee. Up to this time these men 
are still at the walls, though it is more than a month since 
the committee left there. If Dr. Jones is correct in his es¬ 
timate of the number (other testimony shows about 25 
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men), then the State has suffered a considerable pecuniary 
loss by his negligence in not removing these men. 

From the testimony of Col. Thos. Williams, Mr. L. D. 
Rouse and J. W. Pace, it will be seen that the convicts at the 
walls, capable of farm work, excluding the mechanics and 
regular workmen before enumerated, can be hired at from 
$3.00 to $5.00 per month. Or that the walls can be cleared 
of all convicts, excluding the workmen enumerated above, 
at from $1.25 to $2.00 per month. 

It is also in testimony by Col. John T. Milner, that for 
80 of the men now at the mines he will pay $12.00 per cap¬ 
ita, per mouth. 

Taking into consideration the present lease system, hu¬ 
manity, and the large expense at the walls, amounting to 
$21,191.82 (see Inspector's report, 1888, page 266), we are 
of the opinion that these convict should not be kept at the walls. 

We do not think it advisable for the State to purchase 
any more farms or land adjoining the penitentiary walls, or 
to work convicts upon shares. 

We regret that in our examination at the walls we found 
the officers there ignorant of the laws and rules applicable 
to the management of convicts. Some of the convicts had 
been whipped for most trivial matters, and by persons un¬ 
authorized to punish, and no record kept. The punish¬ 
ment book was not kept as required by law, and the efforts 
to explain this were very unsatisfactory. 

Two of the employees, W. J. Sessions, and P. C. Jenkins, 
your committee promptly reported to Col. Dawson, and he 
discharged them on 1st of January, 1889, so he reports to 
the committee. 

On December 22nd, the committee adjourned to Decem¬ 
ber 30th. 


CLASSIFICATION. 

On Sunday, December 30th, the committee met at Pratt 
Mines, to witness the monthly classification of State con¬ 
victs hired by Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad company. 
Sunday is selected for this purpose by the Inspectors, as on 
that day the prisoners are all in the cells, and can be brought 
before the Inspectors without interfering with their work 
or the company. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company hire both 
State and county convicts, but only the State prisoners are 
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classed. We were informed, however, that the company 
endeavors to task the county men as nearly as possible on 
the basis established for State men. In the classification of 
the men, the State is represented by the Inspectors—one or 
more of them being present—and the State physician ; and 
the contractors are represented by the superintendent, the 
company physician and warden. The process is as follows : 

A name is called, and the present task ascertained from the 
records. If the convict or the company desire to decrease 
or increase the task, the Inspectors hear from the mine 
boss, warden and the physician, and then decide. If, how¬ 
ever, no objection is made the task remains as before. 

State convicts, under the present contract, are divided 
into five classes. Those working in mines are classed solely 
non their ability to cut and load coal, whether or not they 
are actually engaged at that work. First class—Those able 
to cut and load four tons. Second class—three tons. Third 
class—two tons. Fourth class, or "dead heads"—one ton, 

Fifth class—those unable to work in mines, but capable of 
perfonning manual labor. 

The classification of these men actually engaged in cut¬ 
ting coal can work no hardship to the State. The contrac¬ 
tor can better afford to pay for a higher class man than for 
a lower class. For instance, the contractor pays $18.50 for 
a first class man, who is required to get four tons per day, 
or 104 tons per month. For a second class man, who gets 
three tons per day, or 78 tons per month, ho pays $13.50. 

The cost of maintenance is the same. These mines pay to 
free labor 45 cents a ton. Thus the first class man earns 
$16.80 per mouth, and the second class $35.10, the difference 
in cost to the contractor is $5.00, or the difference between 
$18.50 and $13.50. The contractors insist upon this pro¬ 
portion, and it is entirely true, with this important limita¬ 
tion, viz : That it is to their interest to class the men as 
low as is consistent with their desire to get out the full ca¬ 
pacity of the mine. For instance—say the mine nas a ca¬ 
pacity of 800 tons per day, and there are 400 convicts to 
work therein ; the contractor then desires the lowest class¬ 
ification that will produce the 800 tons. But in coal mining 
not over (3-5) three-fifths of the men employed are actually 
engaged in cutting and loading coal. The others are en¬ 
gaged on the surface as carpenters, blacksmiths, dumpers, 

&c., and in the mines as trammers, track-layers, door-keeper- 
ers, drivers, &c.

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In some of these places as much strength is required and 
more intelligence and skill than in cutting coal. 

The convicts assigned to work, other than catting coal, 
are not "tasked according to their class," but each is re¬ 
quired to do the lull work of the place to which he is as¬ 
signed. The contractor gets the better of the State, when, 
as often happens, an inefficient coal cutter is classed and 
paid for on the basis of his ability to cut coal, but is put at 
work in or out of the mines in which he is proficient and at 
which his services are more valuable to the company than 
are those of a first class coal cutter. The work done by 
"dead-heads" about a mine is indispensable, and the testi¬ 
mony of the warden shows that this company have not as 
many "dead-heads" as they need. The contract perhaps 
allows this arrangement, but the Code (Criminal) section 
4647, reads as follows : " But no convict shall be classed, 
unless worked at an occupation at which the task can be 
apportioned to the class." 

We append hereto a tabular statement of the classifica- 
fication for each month since the making of the present 
contract. 


PRISONS. 

On the 1st day of January, 1889, there were on hand 799 
State convicts, 655 with the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail¬ 
road Company at Pratt Mines, and 141 in the walls at 
Wetumpka. 

There were also on hand about 829 county convicts as 
follows :

Thos. Williams, Elmore, 9—making a total of 789. 
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There are hired in counties of conviction to different in¬ 
dividuals in sued counties about 4.0—making in all about 829. 

These figures were obtained from the records in the office 
of the Inspector of convicts, and of course, vary from day 
to day. Since this date Hammock & Collins have sur¬ 
rendered their contract, and the convicts held by them—nine 
in number, from Montgomery county—have been transferred 
to the Sloss Iron and Steel Company at Coalburg. The 
same ia true of the Autauga county convicts. It was im¬ 
possible for the committee to visit each camp. They did 
visit New Castle, Coalburg, and the two prisons at Pratt 
Mines. 

There are certain rules and regulations that these places 
have in common. The men are required to rise in the 
morning about day-break. They then breakfast. Each 
man finds upon his plate his allowance for breakfast and 
dinner. What he leaves from breakfast he is allowed to 
take with him into the mines for dinner. The contractors 
are required to furnish each convict a tin bucket for this 
purpose. Some of the men have no buckets, and therefore 
have to go without dinner. We saw at some of the mines, 
men going in and coming out barefooted and insufficiently 
clad. Naturally the explanations of these things offered by 
the contractors and the convicts respectively rarely tallied, 
and were unsatisfactory to the committee. The same sys¬ 
tem of punishment—whipping with a leather strap—is 
observed at; each place. The rules of the Inspectors re¬ 
quire a complete record to be kept showing date of punish¬ 
ment, cause, and extent thereof. These records show that 
an immense amount of whipping is done, though much less 
at "Slope No. 2"—one of the prisons at Pratt Mines—than 
at any other prison. Nearly all the whipping is for failure 
to get task, or for getting slate or rock in the coal. 

The system of working in the mines is usually to put from 
two to four men together, and require of them an aggregate 
amount of coal. The theory is, that the one who fails to do 
his part, is punished. But as we found it—the practice is 
to punish all. 

Those who work on the "day shift" are allowed to come 
out of the mines when they finish their task. The men, are 
called out at four o'clock, but those who have not finished 
their task by that time are allowed to remain. Thus the 
men are coming out at all hours of the day. As they come 
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out, they go into the bath room, bathe and put on their cell 
suits, and go to their cells. 

The "night shift" are all required to remain in the mines 
until about sun-rise. The Saturday "night shift" are by 
this rule, kept in the mines until sun-rise on Sunday 
morning. 

The necessary work on Sunday, such as minding the 
pumps, &c., is voluntary, and the men receive pay for per- 
orming it. 

The contractors—the men to whom the State and counties 
hire their convicts—have as little to do with the manage¬ 
ment and treatment of the men, and perhaps know as little 
bout it as people on the outside. This duty and responsi¬ 
bility is devolved upon their employees, who are entrusted 
fifth full authority. 

When a convict complains of being sick, he is usually ex¬ 
amined by a physician before he is sent to work. If he 
complains after entering the mines he is sent to the surface. 
This general rule is not always observed. Sometimes the 
man in charge of the convicts decides this question upon 
his own judgment. Among the witnesses examined were 
several convicts in every prison. Some of them affected to be 
unwilling to testify, from fear of the consequences if it 
should be known that they had given information. For this 
and other reasons, we have condensed the testimony of this 
class of witnesses and omitted their names. 

Your committee saw many cases of seeming violations of 
the laws and regulations relating to the management of 
convicts. The authority of the Board of Inspectors to cor¬ 
rect these abuses is ample. 

COALBURG. 

On the 8th day of January, 1889, the committee visited 
the prisons of the Sloss Steel and Iron Company at Coal- 
burg. This company works about two hundred and ninety 
county convicts, but has no State convicts. The prison 
is new and commodious and well arranged for the safe 
keeping and comfort of the convicts. It is built in the 
shape of a square, with a court in the centre, around which 
is a covered gallery or stoop. Into this square the inmates 
are turned for fresh air and sunshine on Sundays. This 
can be done with safety, as the cells open upon it, and the 
exits are easily guarded. This is a feature worthy of men- 
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tion in a mining prison, as the men go into the mines be¬ 
fore the sun rises and but few come out before it sets, and 
when they do get out sooner, are required to go at once to 
their cells. This is the only mining prison in the State 
where convicts are worked, that affords opportunity to this 
class for any open air exercise or recreation. There are 
many convicts in the coal mines in this state who have not 
seen the sun shine for months. The convicts here are well 
fed and well clad. The system of classification is not 
known here, and the men are tusked by the contractors. 

The task therefore is heavier than at Pratt Mines. It is 
probably true that not so many tons are required as a day's 
task, but the seam of coal is thinner, and therefore more 
difficult to be mined. Failure to perform the task, set, is 
punished by whipping, in the absence of a "good excuse," 
and the length of the punishment list would seem to indi¬ 
cate that the excuses are rarely good. At this prison, as at 
all the others, the men are required to sleep two in a bunk. 
Each man should he allowed to sleep alone. We went 
through the mine under the guidance of the superintendent. 

It is what is termed a "drift mine " 'ind is well drained and 
well ventilated. There is probably no healthier or safer 
mine in the state. 

The hospital is well arranged. The company have a res¬ 
ident physician employed who visits the prison daily. 

NEW CASTLE. 

On the 9th day of January, 1889, your committee went to 
New Castle, arriving there about twelve o'clock, noon, and 
remained until three o'clock p.m. of the next day. We ex¬ 
amined many witnesses, including managers, guards and 
convicts. We also went into the mines and saw some of the 
men at work. 

This mine is a "slope" and is wetter than any other mine 
where convicts are worked, and the main entry was full of 
escaping steam and extremely warm. The vein of coal is 
thinner than the vein at Coalburg or Pratt Mines, and is 
more difficult to mine. Perhaps two tons of coal can be 
gotten at Pratt mines with as little labor as one at New 
Castle. We did not see this mine under favorable circum¬ 
stances, as the pumps had got out of fix the day before our 
visit. The ventilation so, far as your committee could 
judge, is good. 
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The prison is secure, but does not compare favorably in 
comfort and cleanliness with the prisons at Coalburg and 
Pratt Mines. The same may be said of the hospital. 

The interior arrangements are on the usual order. There 
are two "cells" extending the length of the building, sepa- 
ated by a hall, which is used as a dining room for the con¬ 
victs, and head-quarters for the guards. The "cell" on the 
left, as you enter, is occupied by negro convicts. The "cell" 
on the right is divided into two compartments. It might 
more properly be tenned two cells. The front compart¬ 
ment is occupied by whites; the other by negroes. 

The convicts here are fed with the usual prison diet and 
in sufficient quantity, the same rule applies here as at the 
other prisons, viz.: Each convict is given two rations at 
breakfast, one of which he can carry into the mine for his 
dinner, if he sees proper, provided the convict has a bucket 
in which to carry it, which is not always the case. 

On investigating the "punishment book" at this place 
we found the record of whipping larger in proportion than 
at any prison in the State and very severe. The bathing 
facilities are good and the death rate much lighter than at 
any other prison. 

We cannot speak favorably of this place in respect to the 
clothing of the convicts either as to quantity or cleanliness. 

A convict has here two suits, composed of a shirt and pants 
each. One is for cell wear and sleeping in. This suit is 
marked at varying intervals. The other suit is used in the 
mines and is worn until it can be worn no longer. It is 
never washed and very seldom dry. It is taken off when 
the convict comes from work to the bath house, nearly al¬ 
ways wet. After bathing, the cell suit is put on and the 
mining shirt and pants left in the bath house to be put on 
next morning. 

We saw here some convicts working without shoes. The 
rule is to give a pair of shoes once in three months. If 
they wear out sooner the convict goes without, unless he 
asks for more, when he gets another pair, accompanied 
with a whipping. This applies to coal cutlers in the 
mines. 

Socks and under-clothes are not known at this prison, un¬ 
less sent by friends outside or brought by the convict. 

In explanation for the whipping of the convicts when 
they ask for shoes or buckets it was stated that the 
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convicts would dispose of their shoes and buckets to the 
free miners. 

Your committee saw men at work here who ought not to 
have been required to work. There was one instance of 
shipping that came to our knowledge here that was unneces¬ 
sarily severe. There should be a close inspection, of this 
camp. 


PRATT MINES. 

The committee returned to Pratt Mines on the 15th day 
of January, and made an examination of the convicts, the 
prisons and the mines. There are two prisons here and 
two mines in which the convicts are confined and work. The 
old prison at "slope No. 2," is secure, reasonably comforta¬ 
ble and apparently in good sanitary condition. About four 
hundred convicts are confined here. They have enough to 
oat and to wear, and are evidently as well treated as in their 
condition, could be expected. The punishment record here 
is smaller by a hundred per cent at least, than at any other 
prison in the State, and yet the warden says that he has no 
trouble in getting the task assigned the men. 

This mine is, as the name indicates, what is known as a 
"slope mine." It seems to be perfectly ventilated, and, al¬ 
though a good deal of water runs into the mine, it is kept 
comfortably dry by means of pumps. However, here, as at 
other "slope" and "shaft" mines, some of the men are re¬ 
quired at times to work in water from ankle to knee deep, 
This may be true of any mine, and of any class of labor, 
but the inspectors should take special precautions to see 
that where convicts are required to work under such con¬ 
ditions, provision is made to preserve their comfort and 
health. 

The other prison of this company is at the "shaft" which 
is about a mile from the "slope." This is a new structure, 
having been completed within a few months past. It is 
large, secure, well ventilated and in excellent sanitary con¬ 
dition. No other prison in the State can be compared with 
it, except the one at Coalburg, which has better facilities 
for escape in case of fire, and has also the advantage of the 
inside court, elsewhere referred to in this report. The 
"shaft" prison is of wood, two stories high, built somewhat 
in the shape of a cross, with each of the cells opening into 
a common hall. There is but one means of ingress or 
egress. In other respects this is an excellent prison. The 
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mine here is a "shaft mine." What was said about water 
in "slope No. 2," applies as well here. But the ventillation 
here is not nearly so good as at the "slope," and ought to 
be improved. The convicts at the "slope" seemed to be in 
better condition physically and in better spirits than those 
at the "shaft." The committee noted the tact, but the rea¬ 
son was less apparent. There are about four hundred con¬ 
fined here, and they have enough to eat and to wear. The 
punishment list is considerably larger than at the "slope." 

THE PHYSICIAN. 

The office of State Physician is a necessary one, and should 
be filled by a physician of ability, skill and self-reliance. 

Largely upon his judgment depends the welfare and good 
name of the State, in the management of the convicts under 
the present system. From our investigation and the testi¬ 
mony of the inspectors and physicians, we find there has 
been difference of opinion as to whether a convict should 
be imprisoned at the mines or at the walls. Whether a 
man should be classed, and in which class. We do not 
think this division of responsibility should exist. Either 
the authority of the physician, as to place of confinement or 
character of work should be limited, or the board of inspec¬ 
tors clothed with the power to elect the physician, and 
made responsible for this part of the convict aummistra.- 
tion. 

We refrain from further comment. 

INSPECTORS OF CONVICTS. 

The committee have to acknowledge the courtesy received 
from the inspectors, and their perfect readiness to facilitate 
our work. 

The present Board have accomplished a great work for 
the State. The convict laws could hardly have been called 
a system when they began their labors, but they have 
brought order out of chaos, and have corrected many of the 
grossest abuses incident to a lease system. 

A committee of investigation see the best and brightest 
side. Their coming is prepared for, and a ready explana¬ 
tion is never wanting. If they hear a complaint, they rarely 
have time to determine the right or wrong of it, and never 
the power to rectify it. The convict must look solely to the 
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authority vested in the inspectors. They should be earnest, 
and vigilant to detect abuses, and prompt in the exercise of 
their power to prevent and correct them. Section 4564, 
of the Code, provides that "one of the inspectors shall visit 
once in two weeks, and oftener if required by the Governor, 
the several places of confinement of all convicts," &c. We 
suggest that this section be so amended as to require each 
inspector except the president, to visit, once in each month, 
the several places of confinement of all convicts, &c.; and 
further to require such inspector to inspect the mines and 
the men at work therein. Some of the mines where the 
convicts work, have never been entered by an inspector. 

Section 4641, places the hiring of State convicts in the 
hands of the President of the Board, subject to the approval 
of the Governor. We think this section should be amended 
so as to put this power in the hands of the President and 
Board, subject to the approval of the Governor. 

Section 4565, of the Code, provides that the President of 
the board of Inspectors shall furnish each convict, within a 
mouth after his confinement, a card showing date of convic¬ 
tion and expiration of sentence. We find that no cards 
have been issued as herein directed since last October. 

The reason assigned is that the Clerical force in the office of 
the President ol the Board, was inadequate to the work re¬ 
quired. 

We find that the Board have never tasked the county 
convicts, although section 4563, of the Code, seems to make 
it their duty to do so. 

COST BILLS. 

Under the present law, when a criminal is convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary, the clerk of the court collects 
from the contractor the costs in the case, not exceeding 
$150, before removal, and the contractor receives credit 
therefor upon his contract. 

The payment of these costs, however, is preceded by a 
bill of costs, forwarded to the President of the Board of In¬ 
spectors. There is no certification except by the clerk of 
the court. We examined a large number of these cost bills; 
and found that the auditing of them was very superficial. 

There are in them what we believe to be errors, and 
charges not allowed by law. 

We apprehend that under the present system of settling 
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these costs, gross irregularities can occur, almost beyond 
correction; and every cost bill might call for one hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

We suggest that the contractor should settle with the 
State through the proper officer, and the Shite settle its 
own accounts with the clerks of court. There can be no 
injustice in this, and it would certainly be much more satis¬ 
factory. 


CONVICT SYSTEM. 

Section 4492, of the Code or Alabama, provides: "In all 
cases in which the period of imprisonment in the peniten¬ 
tiary or hard labor for the county is more than two years, 
the judge must sentence the party to imprisonment in the 
penitentiary; and in all cases of conviction for felony, in 
which such imprisonment or hard labor is for more than 
twelve mouths, and not more than two years, the judge may 
sentence the party to imprisonment in the penitentiary, or 
confinement in the county jail, or to hard labor for the 
county, at his discretion; and in all cases in which the im¬ 
prisonment or sentence to hard labor, is twelve mouths or 
less, the party must be sentenced to imprisonment in the 
county jail or to hard labor for the county." 

This makes, practically, two classes of convicts, and two 
convict systems. In the first class, are what is known as 
State convicts, and there are few, if any, in this class whose 
term of sentence for crime does not exceed two years. The 
State convicts are hired out by the State, and the proceeds 
of their hire goes into the State Treasury—minus the cost 
of conviction, not to exceed $150 in each case. 

The second class, or "county convicts," are those sen¬ 
tenced to hard labor for the county. This class embraces 
both felons and misdemeanants. County convicts are hired 
out by the Commissioners Court of the county where con¬ 
viction is had, and the proceeds go to the county. 

Where a party is sentenced to hard labor, and fails to pay 
the costs of conviction, he may be, and usually is, sentenced 
to an additional term for costs. This, also, goes to the 
county. 

State convicts cannot be sentenced for costs. 

Gov. Houston, in his message submitted Nov. 14th, 1876, 
upon this point says: "In my former message, I said the 
State pays for feeding prisoners while imprisoned in the 
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counties; pays fees to sheriffs in cases of insolvent con¬ 
victs ; also pays for arrests of absconding felons, aggrega¬ 
ting $103,4 93.23-100, to which should be added other small 
items paid by the State and not enumerated in this message. 

It seems but fair, under this State of facts, that the convicts 
should be sent to the penitentiary, that the State may have 
the benefit of their labor. It is useless to keep up the 
penitentiary as a place at punishment if those who are con¬ 
victed of felonies are sent to work for the counties, and in 
that way make the penitentiary a useless expense to the 
State. 

I also recommend a modification of the act of March 
7, 1876, "to provide for the punishment of persons convicted 
of crimes in certain cases." So that in all cases in which 
the term of service does not exceed one year, it shall be dis¬ 
cretionary with the judge to sentence them either to the 
penitentiary or hard labor for the county, as he may think 
will best promote the ends of justice, but in all cases in 
which the punishment is for two years or more, the convicts 
must be sent to the penitentiary without any such discretior 
on the part, of the judge." 

In 1881, a joint committee of the Senate and House, after 
careful investigation, report as follows : 

In their biennial report to the Governor in 1884, the 
present board of Inspectors say that the county system "is 
peculiarly an Alabama institution, and unequal in opera 
tion." 

"We cannot too severely condemn the present system of hard labor 
for the county. In many instances the persons sentenced to hard labor 
for the county for misdemeanors are hired to contractors who work pen 
itentiary convicts. These are all chained and herded together, and 
the person convicted for a misdemeanor is treated just the same as is 
the man to whom he is chained who was convicted of a murder. In 
many instances young men, who had in their thoughtlessness commit¬ 
ted an indiscretion, have been convicted, and being unable to pay the 
fines, and having no friends to relieve them, are subjected to hard 
labor in lieu of the fines and coats. What little pride of manhood they 
had dwelling in their hearts is crushed out, and at the expiration of 
their term of sentence they come out with the feeling that they are dis¬ 
graced and degraded, have no bright future to look forward to, and at 
last come to be felon themselves. 

Your committee earnestly recommend that a law be enacted taking

away from the circuit judges the discretion of sentencing persons con¬ 
victed for felonies to hard labor for the county and that all convicted 
felons be sent to the penitentiary, and that those convicted for misde¬ 
meanors and sentenced to hard labor for the county, be hired out only 
in the county in which they were convicted, and in no instance shall 
they be hired to any person who employs convict labor." 

We refer to these reports as showing the opinions of past 
investigations. Changes in the law have corrected many of 
the evils in the manner of treatment of misdemeanants. 

Again, in 1886, in their report, pp. 23-28, and in 1888, p. 

41, they recommend that all felons should be sentenced to 
the penitentiary, and that the misdemeanants should be 
kept in the county of their conviction. 

The argument thus persistently urged against the county 
system, are two fold. In the first place, it is insisted that 
as the State pays the cost of the administration of the crim¬ 
inal laws, including the salaries of Judges and solicitors, the 
transportation of prisoners, feeding of prisoners before con¬ 
viction and other items, amounting in the aggregate to more 
than $125,000.00, the State should receive the returns from 
the labor of the convicts, and that it should not be diverted 
from the State treasury into the treasury of the county 
where the conviction was had. 

In the second place, it is urged that justice and humanity 
alike demand that there should be a distinction made in the 
treatment of felons and misdemeanants. As the law now 
stands, the youth convicted of carrying a concealed weapon 
or other misdemeanor, receives the same fare, wears the 
same stripes, performs the same task in the same mine, and 
is subjected as often to the lash, as a felon convicted of 
arson or murder. The only difference is in duration of sen¬ 
tence, and even in tins, the term of the misdemeanant, in¬ 
cluding the sentence for cost, is sometimes longer than the 
sentence imposed upon the felon. 

Under this head we call attention to section 4504 of the 
Code, which has been construed as authorizing justices of 
the peace to sentence to hard labor for the county for costs. 

At one prison we found a convict sentenced by a justice of 
the peace for ten days for a misdemeanor aud for several 
months for the costs. Prior to the present Code this was 
not authorized, and we urge that it should be prohibited 
now. The reasons which suggest this recommendation 
easily suggest themselves to any who are familiar with the 
usual practice in the courts of justices of the peace. 
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COUNTY CONVICTS. 

On the first day of January, 1889, there were employed 
at the three places where convicts are worked on mines a 
total of six hundred and twenty-one county convicts. 

We find that these convicts are not so well inspected as the 
State convicts; but there is not, nor can there be, any good 
reason for this. 

The laws and regulations relating to the duties of the In¬ 
spectors are applicable alike to State and county convicts, 
when hired out of the county where convicted.—Code, 1886, 

§§ 4585-4586. 

The average price paid per capita for county convicts is 
ten and 13-100 dollars. The average price received per cap¬ 
ita under the present contract for State convicts is seven and 
31-100 dollars—making a difference in favor of the counties 
of two and 84-100 dollars per capita. When it is taken into 
consideration that the county convicts embrace every class, 
grade and sex, just as they come from the jails, and that the 
average sentence of county convicts is less than nine months, 
as against an average of ten years for State convicts; and 
that all the testimony before us shows that the State, or 
long term, convicts are more valuable and less expensive to 
the lessees, it appears that notwithstanding the "pool or 
combination" among the hirers of county convicts, the coun¬ 
ties have financially managed better than the State. A cal¬ 
culation will show that had the State, with a more valuable 
class of convicts, contracted as well as the counties, the in¬ 
crease of receipts would have amounted to $21,399.40 for 
the eleven months ending December 31st, 1888. This is 
taking, as shown by Col. Dawson, six hundred and sixty -five 
to be the average number of convicts during this period. 

This sum is augmented by the cost to the State of sustain¬ 
ing the convicts at Wetumpka. 

COMBINATION OF HIRERS OF CONVICTS. 

In pursuance of the resolution directing this committee 
to inquire, "Whether or not there was or had been any pool 
or combination among any of the parties hiring county con¬ 
victs," we made diligent search for any infonnation or evi¬ 
dence on this subject. 

Such an inquiry is necessarily fraught with many difficul- 
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ties, Arrangements of this character are usually secret, 
and, though suspected, are seldom susceptible of proof. 

The replies to the interrogatories sent out by us to the 
probate judges of the several counties, were generally that 
they knew of no such pool or combination. In a few in¬ 
stances, however, the answer was, "Have heard there was, 
but do not know." 

We pursued the investigation by secret examination of 
the persons we anticipated were acquainted with the facts, 
and elicited the following, which appears more in detail in 
the depositions herewith submitted—particularly those of 
Mr. E. M. Tutwiler, Mr. P. J. Rogers, Mr. Howard Douglas, 
and Col. John T. Milner. 

Some time in 1883 there was a written agreement entered 
into by certain hirers of county convicts. This agreement 
we have been unable to obtain. Early in 1888, however, 
changes had occurred in the ownership and management of 
the mines hiring convicts, and another conference was had, 
brought, about, as we understand, from the fact that the 
Coaldale company having been left out of the original 
agreement, had entered the market as a competitor for the 
hiring of county convicts. At this last conference there 
were in attendance P. J. Rogers, representing Tenn. Coal & 
Iron Co., E. M. Tutwiler, representing Sloss Iron and Steel 
Co., Howard Douglas, representing the Milner Coal & R. R. 
Co., and Mr. Thos. Seddon, President of Sloss Iron and Steel 
Co. The testimony shows that the further agreements of 
these parties were verbal. The result was, that the Coaldale 
Co. gave up its convicts and retired from the field. The 
convicts it then had were divided among the other three 
companies according to the original agreement, and the 
counties of the State were divided into three parts, one part 
to each company, and a list of counties taken by each, 
and each agreed not to bid against the others in the 
counties so organized. The Coaldale Company received 
either $3,000 or $2,500 and agreed not to hire county con¬ 
victs. Under this agreement the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company were assigned the following counties: Russell, 
Conecuh, Talladega, Calhoun, Bullock, dark, Madison, 

Green, Tuscaloosa, Shelby, Fayette, Dale, Pickens, Lamar, 
Cleburne, Franklin and Washington. Sloss Iron and Steel 
Co. the following: Hale, Pike, DeKalb, Randolph, Lee, 
Chilton, Bibb, Escambia, Crenshaw, Blount, Marengo, St. 
Clair, Etowah, Choctaw, Cherokee, Henry, Montgomery, 
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Barbour, Sumter, Dallas, Coffee, Cullman, Clay. The 
Milner Coal and Railroad Co. the following: Baldwin, 
Jackson, Lawrence, Lauderdale, Limestone, Macon, Mo¬ 
bile, Morgan, Wilcox, Marshall, Walker and Colbert. It is 
unnecessary to say that the testimony shows that the ob¬ 
ject of this combination was to prevent competition and to 
keep down the prior of county convicts. We have not as¬ 
certained that any State or county official was interested or 
connected with such pool or combination. 

CONCENTRATION OF CONVICTS IN MINES. 

The tendency in the past few years has been to concen¬ 
trate the convicts in the coal mines. On January 1st, 1889, 
the total of State and County convicts was 1,626. Of these 
144 State convicts were confined at the walls at Wetumpka. 
They were for the most part women (not offered for hire) 
and men who had been rejected by the Tennessee Coal & 
Iron Railroad Co. One hundred and ninety-seven were 
being worked in cue counties where convicted. This num¬ 
ber includes forty county convicts of Jefferson county. 

This county does not allow its convicts worked m the mines. 
The remainder, to the cumber of 1,285 were hired at Coal- 
burg, New Castle, and Pratt Mines. The committee are of 
the opinion that the interest of the State requires that so 
far as practicable the convicts should be put at some other 
kind of labor. The interest of the convict requires it, for 
while the sound and able bodied men find the work con¬ 
genial, and suffer no ill effects, on the other hand the evi¬ 
dence is conclusive to show that work in the mines is apt 
to develop any latent weakness or tendency to disease. 
Another objection is that the tendency and effect of this, 
clearly is to make a Botany Bay—a penal colony of one 
section of the State. The number of convicts annually re¬ 
leased in Jefferson county is quite a thousand. It is not 
to be disputed that a very large proportion of this number, 
practically all who have become coal miners, remain there, 
and bring their families to live there with them. It was 
ascertained that at Coalburg thirty per cent, of the free 
laborers were ex-convicts. This class form a nucleus 
around which assembles the criminal classes from this and 
adjoining states. In this there is a grave menace to the 
peace and prosperity, not only to the people of this county, 
but of the entire State. If these convicts were employed 
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in outside work, on farms, in rock quarries, saw mills, ma¬ 
chine shops, etc., the motive which now keeps them in one 
locality, viz, their ability to cut coal, would no longer exist. 

An increase in the proportionate number of wage earners 
to the population increases the general prosperity. Re¬ 
move the 1,285 convicts from the mines, and in their stead 
would come 1,285 wage earners, who with their families 
would add approximately, 5,000 to the population. Their 
homes would occupy bills now barren and unproductive, 
and add, by way of increased tax values, to the revenue of 
the State. 

Nearly all of the stock and bonds of the companies— 
except the New Castle Co—working convict labor is held, 
and the principal officers thereof reside out of this State. 

Now the great advantage that any state derives from the 
establishment of industrial enterprises results from the 
wages paid to labor, which goes into circulation and thus 
increases all values. Nearly every dollar of profit made by 
these mining companies goes out of Alabama to pay the 
foreign bondholders and stockholders. If however, these 
1,285 convicts were replaced by wage earners, their wages 
which by a conservative estimate would aggregate not les, 
than $3,000 per day—would go into immediate circulation 
and remain here at home. This would mean an increase in 
the circulating medium in Alabama of $900,000 a year, or 
an aggregate for the nine years which the present contract 
with the Tennessee, Coal and Iron Co., is to run, of about 
$8,000,000. The revenue to the State in the way of taxes on 
this sum alone, would be very great, and when it is remem¬ 
bered that increased population and money circulation en¬ 
hances all values, it can be readily seen that the benefit to 
the State would be enormous. 

If the way could be made plain for the State to employ 
its convicts upon farms, without loss, it would be to the 
mutual advantage of State and convict. So employed, this 
labor would deprive no wage earner of his work. The ad¬ 
vantages of employing convicts on fanns is made most ap¬ 
parent, when it is understood that at the Williams farm, in 
a malarial district, out of about eighty convicts, of the 
least healthy ones, only two died in two years, and both of 
these were received by Williams in an almost dying condi¬ 
tion. The testimony of Rouse, and Williams and Pace, and 
the reports of all the State officers who have investigated, 
the matter, is persuasive to show, that looking alone to the 
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health of the convict, the fann is the best place for him. 

THE LEASE SYSTEM. 

The lease system is slavery in its worst aspect. It is at 
war with the enlightened sentiment of the age. It is ad¬ 
mitted everywhere that the only excuse for its existence, is the 
necessity out of which it arose. We believe that the 
State could now afford to move forward in this matter with 
safety and with profit. The University of Alabama and 
the Insane Asylum own large quantities of most valuable 
coal lands. If the State proposes to continue to work the 
convicts in mines, she could open mines on these lands, and 
pay to these institutions a royalty that would greatly en¬ 
large their capacity for usefulness. The State of Kansas 
works a mine on State account with convict labor aud the 
results are satisfactory. 

The testimony before your committee shows that the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company make a net profit of 
from $100.00 to $500.00 a day, from the labor of the State 
convicts under the present lease. This profit is difference 
in cost to them of free labor and convict labor. Why 
should not the State get the full benefit of this labor? Ex¬ 
pert witnesses before your committee, men who are engaged 
in mining with free labor, say that they could afford to pay 
the State to mine their coal as much as it now costs them ; 
that is to say, they now pay for cutting, hoisting, and load¬ 
ing in cars, exclusive of all other cost, about eighty-five 
cents per ton, at some places more, at others less. They 
could afford to pay the State the same price per ton, the 
State retaining the control and management of the convicts 
and feeding and clothing them. The six hundred State 
convicts at Pratt Mines get out about 1100 tons per day. 

The average hire of these six hundred men is thirty-seven 
and a half cents per day, and the cost of feeding, clothing, 
etc., does not exceed fifty cents per day. These statements 
are amply sustained by the testimony herewith submitted. 

THE EXISTING LEASE. 

The contracts for the hire of convicts, existing prior to 
the present lease, all terminated on the 31st day of Decem¬ 
ber, 1887. On the 29th day of November, 1887, the follow¬ 
ing advertisement was made:—

No bid will be considered for less than one hundred, nor for 
shorter period than five years, or a longer period than ten years, from 
the first day of January, 1888, and proposals are invited for both period 
and also for intermediate periods. 

All of said convicts, who are physically able to do so, may he worke 
in mines, and the proposals shall state the number of convicts wanted 
the labor to be performed and particular locality of same; and no bi 
will be considered that does not expressly state the particular place 
designating the same by name, 

Convicts hired to work in mines and able to do so, will be classed be 
the inspectors into first, second, third and fourth class, and the propose 
als shall state the amount offered for each class respectively per month 
Convicts capable of performing manual labor, but unable to work in 
mines, will be hired per capita, and proposal in that way are invited to 
them. No female convicts are offered for hire. 

The hire for said convicts shall be due and payable the first day of 
each month. The hirer shall be required to give bond for the faithful 
perfonnance of his contract in such sum as may be required by the 
Governor and with security to be approved by him. The hirer shall 
conform to all the conditions of law for the hiring of convicts, and their 
management and treatment, and also to all the rules of the Board of 
Inspectors of convicts now in existence or that hereafter may be adopt 
ed, and to provide suitable rooms, furniture and accommodations for 
the schools required to be established by the Inspectors. Copies of 
the contract required to be signed may be obtained by application a 
this office. 

The proposals shall be written or printed and shall be enclosed in at 
envelope and securely scaled, with no inscription or superscription or 
the outside of said envelope, except my name and address, and across 
the left hand of the envelope, the following words: " Proposal for Con¬ 
victs." 

Such convicts as may be necessary for the use of the State, or who 
because of sex, insanity or disease cannot be put at hard labor are re¬ 
served. 

The proposals will be opened and the bids accepted or rejected at the 
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Executive Office in the State Capitol the third day of January, 1888. 

The right reserved to reject any and all bids.

In this notice the tenn fifth class, or class known as out¬ 
side men, occurs for the first time: It seems to have been 
variously construed at the time, and there has been more or 
less confusion of opinion about it ever since. 

There seems to have been a very general desire on the 
part of those proposing to bid to ascertain the classifica- 
ition under then existing contracts, and the probable num¬ 
ber there would be assigned to each class under the con¬ 
tract to be made. With this in view Col. John T. Milner 
wrote to Col. E H. Dawson as follows : 

Col. R. H. DAWSON, 

Montgomery, Ala. 

MY DEAR SIR:—Please send me the classification at Pratt Mines for 
the six months preceding Oct 1st, both for the Comer and M'Curdy 
and the Pratt Mines contracts. I also wish to know if I bid for 100 
convicts and get them, whether I can put fifty at Bolling, and fifty at 
New Cattle. I bid in my own name or the two companies combined, 
and bid jointly for 100, and you divide them. Will such a bid be ac¬ 
cepted and acted on ? Answer at your earliest convenience and oblige, 
Yours truly,

P. S. I saw Mr. Douglass and told him you had promised the above 
infonnation, and he told be he had to get your order to furnish such 
infonnation. We can guarantee 100 at least. 

To this Col. Dawson answered as follows: 

JNO. T. MILNER, 

New Castle, Ala. 

Your letter is received. Mr. Douglass is so busy that I cannot make 
in detail the classification, but it is substantially as follows: One 
third, first class; one third, second class; one sixth, third class; one 
sixth, dead heads. But I do not want any one to be misled by this, 
for under the new rules for task which I send you of the 400 men at 
Pratt Mines, at least 175 will be first class, and the balance equally di¬ 
vided between third and second class. Our task heretofore has been 
too high, which is the reason our men have rated so low, but we have 
found out the difficulties and corrected them by the adoption of the 
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inclosed rules, and we want every body to bid with the understanding 
that the rules will be strictly enforced. This had best be thoroughly 
understood to prevent trouble hereafter. I send you the convict part 
of the new Code and the acts of the Legislature in relation to convicts, 
and also a copy of the contract to be signed. You must read the laws, 
and determine for yourself how, and where to work the men whom you 
may hire. You are just as competent to fonn an opinion as I am 
will guarantee nothing, but that each contractor shall have his fair pro 
portion of convicts.

It seems that Col. Dawson's letter to Col. Milner was read 
by some, if not by all, the other bidders, and was by them 
accepted and made the basis of their bids.

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With Col. Dawson's letter to Col. Milner as a basis, by w 
simple calcalation it will be seen that the bid of Messrs 
OeBardeleben & McCurdy was largely more than the bid of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company. 

But on the morning of January 3rd, 1888, the day 
upon which the bids were to be opened, the Board of 
Inspectors met in the Governor’s office and proceeded to- 
establish a basis upon which to calculate the bids, that is 
to say, to make an estimate of the probable number of 
State convicts on hand, that would bp assigned to each 
class. They arrived at the following estimate.

This shows the classification of those engaged in mining. 
The convicts hired by Williams and Rouse were engaged in 
farming. 

Under this classification the task of first class men was 
five tons ; second class, four tons ; third class, three tons, 
and fourth class, or "dead heads," two tons. 

But, as stated in Col. Dawson's letter to Col. Milner, this 
classification had been found to be too high, and the Board 
had decided to reduce the task one ton in each class, the re¬ 
duction to begin with the new contract. Under this ar- 
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rangement it would naturally be supposed that the second 
class would all have pone into the first class, the third class 
to second, and the "dead heads" to third class, and this 
would have sustained the estimate made in Col. Dawson’s 
letter. But the estimate in the letter did not differ more 
widely from the estimate upon which the bids were calcu¬ 
lated, than did this estimate from the first classification 
under the new contract. Under the classification tor Feb¬ 
ruary, 1888, the first under the new contract, we find—

How the Board arrived at their estimate, the committee 
have been unable to understand from all the testimony, but 
had Col. Dawson's letter been adhered to in the, calculation, 
or had the then existing classification at Pratt Mines been 
adopted as a basis, or even had the classification as it has 
since ranged, down to and including January 1889, the 
bid of the Tennessee, Coal and Iron company would not, 
have been the highest or best bid. 

The advertisement calling for bids and the contract as 
signed, provides for the classification of all men who are 
hired to work in mines. This is done under section 4641 of 
Code. Now there is a large proportion of men who work 
in mines whose task can not be apportioned to their class. 
This is particularly true of Pratt Mines where much of the 
coal is cut by machinery, the men merely guiding the ma¬ 
chines. Only the men who cut and load coal can be tasked 
according to their class. All the others, constituting about 
two-fifths of the whole number, do a full day's work without 
regard to their classification. We have tried to make the 
point clear under the heading, "Classification." 

The contract was awarded January 3rd, 1888, but there 
was no classification at Pratt Mines for the mouth of Janu¬ 
ary. Col. Dawson, in his testimony, explains this as fol¬ 
lows: "The statute requires the advertisement to be made 
thirty days before the bids are opened. By advice of the 
Governor the advertisement was not made until the 29th 
day of November, 1887, in order that the contract might go 
into effect under the new Code. In the meantime the ex¬ 
isting contracts would expire. Col. Dawson therefore ar¬ 
ranged with the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company to con¬ 
tinue to work the convicts during January under the old con¬ 
tract." This delay cost the State several hundred dol- 
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lars. However, the contract, by the very terms of it, went 
into operation on the fourth day of January, 1888. See sec¬ 
tion 10 of contract. A State convict is not classed until the 
first of the month next after he is received at the mines. 

The State receives no compensation tor the convict until h 
is classed The county convicts are paid for from the date 
of their delivery to the contractor. 

The committee are of the opinion that the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Company were not the highest and 
best bidders, and that this contract should not have been 
awarded to that company. We are further of the opinion 
that this company have taken advantage of the system of 
Classification, against the interest of the State. We believe 
that this company have declined to receive a large number 
of convicts whom, by the terms of their contract they 
should have received, and have left them to be supported 
by the State at large. (See letter of E. H. Dawson hereto 
attached.) 

Section 4644 of the Code provides as follows : "Each 
contract must contain a provision that the President of the 
Board of Inspectors may tenninate the same at any time, 
with the approval of the Governor; and the Governor may 
terminate the same at any time, without assigning ,any reason." 

The committee believe that the contract, now existing with 
the Tennessee, Coal, Iron & K. R. Co. ought to be tenninated. 

Your committee submit herewith the testimony taken by 
them, and certain bills designed to carry into effect the rec¬ 
ommendations of this report.

This agreement made and entered into on this, the 3d day of January, 
A.D., 1888, by and between R. H. Dawson as President of the Board 
of Inspectors of Convicts for, in behalf of and to the use of the State 
of Alabama, party of the first part, and the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company, a corporation fully authorized to contract in the 
premises, party of the second part, witnesses that, Whereas , on the 
29th day of November, 1887, advertisement for the hire of State Coon- 
victs was duly made by the party of the first part, which advertisement 
is hereto attached and made a part hereof, and whereas the following, 
among other proposals, was duly made by the party of the second part, 
on the 2d day of January, A. D. 1888, to-wit: " The said Company" 

[The Tennessee Coal], ? and Railroad Company, aforesaid ] "also 
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proposes to hire for a term of Ten Years all the male convicts subject 
to hire which are now under sentence, or may hereafter he within said 
term of Ten years sentenced to the Penitentiary of Alabama, and will 
pay for them as follows: 

First Class Convicts.$18 50 per month. 

Second Class Convicts.$13.50 per month. 

Third Class Convicts. $ 9.00 per month. 

Fourth Class Convicts.Maintenance, and 

For Convicts unfit to work in the mines but suitable for good 

manual labor outside.$ 11.00 per month. 

In case the bid for Ten years is accepted, said Company will build 
new and pennanent prisons with first class conveniences and appoint¬ 
ments in every respect, also a house for the teachers and will pay the 
teachers, anil suitable school rooms. The said Company will employ 
the convict- fit for mining at what is known as Shaft No 1 and Slope 
No. 2 at Pratt Mines. Jefferson county, Alabama, and possibly at other 
Shafts and Slopes at said Pratt Mines, if approved by the Inspectors. 

The said Company wishes, however, if it meets with the approval of 
the Inspectors, and it can make certain contracts for coal [which the 
said Company confidently expects to do], to build railroad and new 
prisons on its lands on or near Five Mile Creek and concentrate all its 
convicts force there, which place is distant from the Shaft and Slope 
above mentioned from three to four miles. 

The convicts not allowed to work in the mines but on the outside, 
will he employed in raising vegetables, and at work incident to mining. 

These bids are intended to be made in conformity to the advertise¬ 
ment [for bids] hereto appended and made part hereof. 

The foregoing bid is respectfully submitted by the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company by its President, Nathaniel Baxter, Jr.: 

TENNESSEE COAL, IRON & RAILROAD COMPANY.

For the hire of all State Convicts now under sentence or who may 
be hereafter within the term of this contract sentenced, for the term of 
Ten years, which said proposal was accepted by the party of the first 
part and approved by the Governor of the State of Alabama on the 3d 
day of January, A. D., 1888, saving the right to reserve from the oper¬ 
ation of the contract to be made in consummation of said proposal and 
the acceptance thereof such convicts as the officers of the State are au¬ 
thorized by law to except and reserve therefrom. 

Now therefore this instrument witnesseth: 

1. That the said party of the first part by virtue of the power and 
authority in him vested by the laws of Alabama, and with the approval 
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of the Governor of Alabama, hereby hires to the said party of the 
second part all the male State convicts now under sentence, or to be 
hereafter during the period covered by this contract, sentenced to the 
Pen tentiary of Alabama, except such as are or may be reserved or au¬ 
thorized to be reserved by law now in force or hereafter enacted, all of 
said convicts who are physically able to labor in coal mines are to be 
employed in the labor of coal mining at or near Pratt Mines, or with 
the approval of the Inspectors, in coal mines at or near Five Mile 
Creek, in Jefferson county and State of Alabama, and those of said 
convicts who .ire not physically able to work in coal mines, shall 
be employed outside of but near to said mines, in the cultivation of 
vegetables or other work incident to mining. 

2. That the said party of the second part is to pay to the State of 
Alabama as hire for said convicts, that is to say : For convicts physi¬ 
cally able to work in mines and hired for that purpose, of the first class, 
eighteen and 50-100 dollars per month; of the second claps, thirteen 
and 50-100 dollars per month ; of the third class, nine dollars per 
month; of the fourth class, maintenance; and for convicts unfit to 
work in mines but capable of annual labor, as set forth in said adver¬ 
tisement. eleven dollars per month The said hire to be due and paya¬ 
ble at the State Treasury on the first day of each month, during the 
continuance of this contract, and if default should be made in such 
payment, or in any other payment to the State, required hereby, and 
suit at law for the recovery of any sum as to which such default occurs 
should be instituted, then twenty per cent, damages shall be added to 
the same. 

3. That the contract is entered into under and in accordance with all 
the laws of the State of Alabama in relation to the hiring and treat¬ 
ment and management of convicts hired outside of the walls of the 
Penitentiary, and also of all the rules and regulations heretofore adopted 
by the Board of Inspectors of Convicts, and which may hereafter be 
adopted by said Board, such laws, rules and regulations being hereby 
expressly referred to and made a part hereof as if set out in full in this 
contract. And said party of the second part is to receive all convicts 
assigned to it at the jail where convicted, or at the walls of the Peni¬ 
tentiary, and to pay the expenses of their transportation to the place of 
labor; Provided, That if the physician of convicts shall pronounce any 
one 80 carried from jail to be pennanently unfit for labor, then the party 
of the second part shall have a credit upon its monthly account for the 
expense of such convict. 

4. That the said party of the second part shall furnish to each and 
every convict upon his discharge a good suit of clothes, shoes and hat, 
to be worth ten dollars; that the said party of the second part will not 
be allowed to make any charge against the State for any expenditure 
not provided for in this contract; that the said party of the second 
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part shall take every reasonable and proper step at its own expense for 
the recapture of every escaped convict and the forfeiture of two hun 
dred dollars for each escape shall he fine and payable on the first day 
of the month after it occurred; that the said party of the second par 
shall make at the end of each month, to the President of the Board or 
Inspectors, upon blanks to be furnished by him, a report giving such 
infonnation as to the convicts in its custody ;is that officer may require, 
and descriptive lists of any convict or convicts when called for; that 
whenever the President of the Board of Inspectors shall make demand 
by written or verbal order upon the said party of the second part for 
any convict or convicts in the custody of the said party of the second 
part, it shill deliver at once such convict or convicts to the said Presi¬ 
dent or his agent; and that whenever the Physician of Convicts, or 
either of the Inspectors shall older in writing any convict to be trans¬ 
ferred to the walls of the Penitentiary or any other place for medical 
treatment, the said party of the second part shall deliver, at its own. 
expense, said convict at said place within seven days after date of such 
order. 

5. That if any convict, while working out his sentence in the custody 
of the said party of the second part, shall receive personal injuries 
without fault on his part, pennanently disabling him, the Board of In¬ 
spectors shall have power to make provision for his support, at a cost 
not to exceed eight dollars per mouth, and if necessary such cost may 

be added to the monthly account against the contractor. 

6. That the said party (if the second part shall furnish to the con¬ 
victs in its charge such medial attention and medicines as may be re¬ 
quired by the Physician of Convicts or by either of the Inspectors, and 
also such food and clothing as the Inspectors or cither of them may 
direct. 

7. That this contract may be revoked by the President of the Board 
of Inspectors of Convicts with the approval of the Governor, and the 
Governor may tenninate the same at any time when in his judgment it 
is proper to do so, without assigning any reason, and on such termina¬ 
tion or revocation of this contract the said party of the second part is 

to pay for said convicts at the rate herein agreed upon up to the date 
when it shall deliver the same to the President of the Board of Inspec¬ 
tors of Convicts. 

8. That the said party of the second part will provide at ita own ex¬ 
pense suitable rooms, furniture and accommodations for the convict 
schools required to be established by the Inspector; also a suitable 
house for the residence of the teachers of such schools, and also shall 
provide one teacher to every 125 convicts, and pay the salaries and 
board of said teachers. 

9. That the said party of the second part will, within one year from 
the date of this contract, build, equip and furnish in all respects, in 
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accordance with plans and specifications to be furnished by the party 
of the first part a new and permanent prison, or prisons, of suffi¬ 
cient capacity for the confinement of all the convicts that may, at any 
time, be in the custody of the said party of the second part under this 
contract; that said prisons shall be located at such points, at or near 
Pratt Mines, or Five .Mile Creek, aforesaid, as the Board of .Inspectors 
shall designate, and shall be provided with all appliances, conveniences 
and appurtenances that are necessary or conducive to the safe-keeping, 
health and comfort of said convicts; and the said prison shall, at all 
times, be kept, in good condition, both as to sanitation and safety, by 
the said party of the second part. The entire cost of construction, 
equipment and maintenance as to safety and sanitation, of said prison 
to be borne by the said party of the second part. 

10. That this contract is to commence upon the 4th day of January, 
A. D. 1888, and is to terminate on the 4th day of January, A. D., 

and said convicts are to be delivered to the said party or 
the second part, from time to time, by the President of the Board or 
inspectors during tile existence of this contract, provided said convict;: 
are in the custody of said President subject to this contract; and that 
the said party of the second part is to receive and pay for all such con¬ 
victs as he may receive under this contract, whether they be the full 
number contracted for or more or less. 

11. That the said party of the second part shall give bond in the sum 
of one hundred thousand ($100,000) dollars, the same being the amount 
required, and to be approved by, the Governor and that said party .: 

the second part, whenever required to do so by the governor, and within 
five days after notice of such requisition , shall give, at the election of 
the Governor, either additional security on any existing bond, or a new 
bond, to be in either case approved by the Governor; but the giving of 
such additional bond, or additional security, shall in no wise affect or 
limit the liability of the sureties on the first or any subsequent bond. 

Provided, however, that the Governor after the lapse of two years 
from the execution of any bond hereunder may, if he sees fit so to 
do on the application of any surety on such bond, take a new bond in 
lieu of said bond and la release of the sureties on said bond from all 
liability which shall accrue after the date of the approval of such new 
bond, but such release shall only be evidenced by an indorsement on 
said bond signed by the Governor, which indorsement must also be 
shown to be transcribed on this contract, and the taking of such new 
bond and release of the sureties on such old bond shall at all times be 
entirely in the discretion of the Governor, and the exercise of this power 
on the part of the Governor with respect to any bond, shall in no wise 
affect, limit or release the liability of the sureties on any other bond. 

The interlineations after the word "part" above was made before the 
execution hereof, as also interlineation after word "labor." 
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IN WITNESS whereof we have hereunto set our hands and seals, 
this this the 18th day of January. A. D. 1888, and executed the same in 
triplicate.

[R. H. DAWSON’S LETTER] 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., January 16th, 1888. 

HON. THOS. SEAY, 

Governor. 


Dear Sir:—In pursuance to your orders I have been endeavoring to 
get into the possession of the Tenn. Coal, Iron and R. R. Co. all of the 
State convicts to which they are entitled and which they should receive 
under their contract. As soon as I commenced to deliver the convicts, 
who had been in the possession of Rouse and Williams, a difficulty 
arose, unlooked for by me, as to the kind of convicts this company 
should receive. 

The Advertisement contains the following clause: " Convicts capa¬ 
ble of performing manual labor, but unable to work in mines will be 
per capita, and proposals in that way are invited for them." The bid 
of this Company for that class of convicts reads as follows: " And for 
convicts unfit to work in mines but suitable for good manual labor out¬ 
side, $11.00 per month." 

The Company declines to receive any persons for outside labor whom 
the Physician of convicts pronounces only capable of earning a living— 
i. e, who, though able to work, can do no more than enough to pay for 
their maintenance. At my request. Dr. R. Aug. Jones, the State Physi¬ 
cian, has made an examination of the State convicts with a view to as¬ 
certaining the proportion of the convicts—allowing this claim of the 
company—will be thrown upon our hands for support. 

I enclose you a copy of his report to me on this subject. From it you 
will find that at the Pratt Mines and at the Rouse and Williams planta¬ 
tions there are 55, and that there are also at Pratt Mines 33 of whom he 
is doubtful, and will make a subsequent report as to them. There are 
in the Penitentiary 37 women, none of whom are included in the above 
estimates. At least one-half of these can earn a living, and more, as 
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? hands: tour or five of them are utterly worthless, and the balance 
can do some work, as washing, mending, sewing &c. 

Allow me to call your attention to the number who will have to be 
supported at the Walls, if the Tenn. Co. is correct in the position that 
it has assumed. 

STATEMENT: 

Females.37 

Persons from Pratt Mines incapable of earning any thing.12 

Persons from Pratt Mines capable of earning a bare living.20 

Persons from House and Williams incapable of earning anything... .15 
Persons from House and Williams capable of earning a living and 

no more.35 

Persons at the Walls on the first of Jan. unable to earn a living.20 

Convalescents at the Walls under treatment but to be returned to the 

contractor whenever it can be safely done. 11 

However, that is about the number of this class that will be there at 
all times no doubt, for as some are sent away others will be 
returned here.] 

Persons at the Walls who perfonn domestic offices such as cooks, & C ..6 
There will also be at the walls temporarily—there being probably 
several months work for them—about a dozen men employed 

as mechanics and their assistants. 12 

While the accurate total cannot here be given, it will be about 160, 
not considering that any of the 33 at Pratt Mines—considered as doubt- 
tul by Dr. Jones—will be returned to the Walls. 

I had expected, and so stated, that the number would be about 100, 
and this difference from my calculations is the result of the position 
taken by the Tenn. Co. with regard to receiving the outside men. 

Of this number, in my judgment, at least 18 women and 55 men can 
do at least work enough for a support in the field if we had any place to 
utilize their labor. The penitentiary is so situated that there is no land 
but about 50 acres of tillable land joining the Walls belonging to Thomas, 
and 20 acres belonging to the State that can be worked with laborers 
residing at the Walls, except that owned by Col. Thos. Williams. He 
has already made a proposition to work one of his plantations which 
has been declined. He again proposes to work a portion of his land or 
have it worked by the State with the women and the men refused by 
the Tenn. Co. at his first proposition. His proposal is this: 

He will furnish the land, the teams, the cotton seed for planting, 
farming utensils, and one-half the fertilizer purchased, and the State to 
furnish the labor, feed, clothe and guard the convicts and have entire 
control over them. 

As I understand from Col. Rogers, the manager for the Tenn. Co., 
they are willing to receive this 55, or at least a portion of them, for their 
maintenance.

If the claim of the Tenn. Co. is sustained, something; must be done to 
relieve the State from the enormous burden which the support of these 
people will entail. 

I lay this whole matter before you asking your advice and your orders, 
and am ready and anxious to do all in my power to settle it, in what 
you may consider the beat interest of the State.

A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to amend Section 4563 of the Code. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, 

That section 4563 of the Code be so amended as to read as follows: 

4563. Must adopt rules to prevent inhuman treatment.—The Board of In¬ 
spectors shall adopt, such rules, to be approved by the Governor, as are 
necessary to prevent inhuman treatment or cruel or excessive punish¬ 
ment of State and County convicts, and also to regulate time and 
amount of work to be perfonned by them, and the manner of working 
them. 


A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to amend section 4504 of the Code. 

SECTION 1. ’Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That 
section 4504 of the Code be and the Maine is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

“4504 (4731) When additional hard labor imposed for cost; 
rules in reference thereto —If, on conviction in a Court of Record, 
judgment is rendered against the accused that be perform hard labor 
for the county, and if the costs are not presently paid, or judgment 
confessed therefor, as provided by law, then the court may impose ad¬ 
ditional hard labor for the county tor such period, not to exceed eight 
months in cases of misdemeanors, and fifteen mouths in cases of felony, 
as may be sufficient to pay the costs, at a rate not less than thirty cents 
per diem for each day, and such convict must be discharged from the 
sentence against him for costs on the payment thereof, or any balance 
due thereon, by the hire of such convict or otherwise, and the certifi¬ 
cate of the Judge or Clerk of the Court in which the conviction was had, 
that the costs or the residue, after deducting the amount realized from 
the hire of the convict, have been paid, or that the hire or labor of the 
convict, as the case may be, amounts to a sum sufficient to pay the costs, 
shall be sufficient evidence to authorize such discharge. 
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A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to amend section 4655 of the Code. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That 
section 4655 of the Code be so amended as to read as follows: 

4655. Unfit labor and compartments prohibited —No convict must 
be required to perform any labor or task for which he has been de¬ 
clared unfit or incapable by the physician and Board of Inspectors; nor 
must he be confined in barracks or cells or compartments pronounced 
by the physician and board to be unhealthy or unfit for his accommoda¬ 
tion. 


A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to amend section 4575 of the Code. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, 

That section 4575 of the Code be so amended as to read as follows: 

4575. Physician; how elected; must report to the Board of Inspectors. 
The Board of Inspectors shall elect a reputable and duly licensed 
physician for the State and County Convicts. He shall report monthly, 
and oftener if required, to the Board of Inspectors, the condition, 
health and sanitary arrangement of all State and County Convicts, to¬ 
gether with any recommendations as to any changes necessary for the 
more humane treatment of State and County convicts ; and it shall be 
the duty of such physician to devote his whole time and service exclu¬ 
sively to the supervision and care of and practice upon the State and 
County convicts; such physician shall visit any camp where State or 
County convicts are worked, when requested to do so by the Board of 
Inspectors. He shall hold office for two years and shall not accept any 
employment or compensation from any hirer of State or County con¬ 
victs, and said physician may bo removed by said Board of Inspectors,, 
whenever a majority of said Board see fit to do so. 

A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to amend Section 4657 of the Code. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That 
section 4657 of the Code be so amended as to read as follows: 

4564. When unlawful to work in mines or on railroad; when convict re¬ 
moved.—It is unlawful to work upon railroads any convicts; and it is un¬ 
lawful for the inspectors, or any person or officer, having charge of the hir¬ 
ing of either State or County convicts, to hire any convict who is not phy- 
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sically capable of performing such service, to be worked in mines; and 
whenever a convict is hired to be worked in the mines, and, subsequent 
to such hiring, it is made to appear that such work is injurious to the 
health of the convict, such convict, on the recommendation of the phy¬ 
sician and by order of the inspectors, may be removed from such mine 
and put to some other kind of work. 


A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to amend Section 4564 of the Code. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That 
section 4564 of the Code be so amended as to read as follows: 

4657. Duty as to visiting places of confinement, etc.; monthly statements 
filed —Each of the Inspectors, except the President of the Board, shall 
visit once in each month, and oftener if required by the Governor, the 
several places of confinement of all State or County convicts; and the 
visiting inspectors shall examine the food, clothes, quarters, bedding, 
hospital, provisions made for the sick, and general treatment, and pun¬ 
ishments, and shall inspect the mines and the convicts at work therein; 
and if he finds anything wrong, tie shall point out the same to the war 
den of the prison, and immediately notify the President of the Board; 
and the President of the Board, and each inspector shall file monthly 
in the office a statement of the work done by him, and the condition of 
the convicts at the places visited during the preceding month ; but the 
inspectors shall not be required to visit county convicts hired in the 
county where convicted, except when worked in mines or on railroads. 

A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to provide for the payment of coals on convictions 
of felony, where the defendant is sentenced to imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That 
whenever a defendant is convicted of a felony and is sentenced to im¬ 
prisonment in the Penitentiary, the clerk of the court in which the con¬ 
viction is had shall make out a full and complete bill of the costs in said 
case, which bill of costs shall contain the following items, and no others: 
Clerk's fees for issuing subpoenas for State witnesses; issuing capiases; 
clerks fees for docketing; for continuances; taking undertaking or re¬ 
cognizance and entering same ; trial; entering judgment; issuing exe¬ 
cution; entering order of removal; making certificate and transcript; 
entry of forfeiture, final judgment; record for Supreme Court; certi- 
22 
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fying same; final record:; recording indictment; sheriffs fees; execu 
ting warrant or writ of arrest; bond or undertaking; serving subpoenas 
for State witnesses; committing prisoner; summoning jury; solicitor's 
fees on conviction ; fees of State's witnesses. 

SEC. 2 Be it further enacted. That the clerk shall make oath to the 
correctness of said hill before some officer authorized by law to admin¬ 
ister oaths, and that each item of said bill is true and correct, and is a 
just charge against the defendant. He shall forward said bill of costs 
to the State Auditor, who shall carefully examine the same, and if 
found correct, shall draw his warrant on the Treasury for the amount of 
said bill; Provided always, that in no case shall the amount paid 'n 
any one case exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

SEC. 3. Re it further enacted. That no contractor or pen-on hiring 
State convicts shall pay any costs to any clerk. 

SEC 4. Be it further enacted, That the same fees shall be allowed 
for each item of costs specified herein, as are now allowed by law. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of laws in con- 
diet with the provisions' of this act. are hereby repealed. 


A Bill. 

To be entitled An Act to amend section 4648 of the Code. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That section 
4648 of the Code be amended so as to read as follows: 

SEC. 4648. Not less than twenty-fire State nor less than ten county con¬ 
victs hired to one person; how governed; misdemeanor.—Not less 
than twenty-five State nor less than ten county convicts shall be hired 
to one person, or kept at one prison and none of those hired to any 
person must be related to him by consanguinity or affinity—and they 
shall be governed, worked and guarded as prescribed by the rules and 
regulations prescribed for working penitentiary convicts outside the 
walls. The violation of this section is a misdemeanor, punishable on 
conviction by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, and hard labor 
not more than twelve months. 


A BILL 

To be entitled An Act to., amend Section 4641 of the Code of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That section 4641 
of the Code of Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

Hiring of State convicts; notice, sealed proposals, qualifications of bidders 
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etc.—All of the convicts may be hired to he worked outside of the walls; 
and when they are 'o be so hired, the present of the board of inspec¬ 
tors shall give notice thereof by publication in one or more newspapers 
in each of the cities of Mobile, Montgomery, Birmingham, Huntsville 
and-Selma, for at least thirty days previous to a day designated in said 
notice, that sealed proposals will be received at his office for the hire of 
convicts. The notice shall state the tenns and conditions upon which 
the convicts shall be hired. The proposals for hire must be printed or 
written, and shall state the number and class of convicts wanted, and 
the price to be paid for each per month ; and the kind and locality of 
labor to be performed, and shall be enclosed in an envelope and se¬ 
curely sealed, and there shall be nothing on the outside of said envelope 
except the name and address of the president of the board of inspectors, 
and across the left end of the envelope the words "Proposals for Con¬ 
victs." The president of the board shall keep such proposals safely, 
and on the day designated in the advertisement of hiring the proposals 
shall be opened by him in the presence of the Governor and of the 
members of the board of inspectors, and the bids shall be rejected or 
accepted hy the board of inspectors, subject to the approval of the Gov¬ 
ernor; and. in the acceptance or rejection of the bids, regard must be 
had to the character and reputation of the bidder, the occupation, the 
healthful ness of the place where they are to he worked; each proposal, 
accepted or rejected, must be so indorsed with the date, and signed by 
the board of inspectors and the Governor, and must be kept by the 
president in his office, subject to examination by any citizen of the State. 
Provided, That any convicts that may have been reserved from any 
letting under the provisions of this section because they were needed 
for the uses of the State, or because they were at the time of the letting 
unable to perfonn manual labor, or on account of their sex, may be 
hired at any time either by advertisement as provided herein; or by 
contract made privately by the board of inspectors with the approval 
of the Governor, to such person or persons, and for such work as in the 
judgment of the board of inspectors and the Governor may seem best 
for the interests of the State.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR.

REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE OFFICES OF THE 
AUDITOR AND TREASURER. 

Mr Handley, from the joint committee appointed under 
section 34 of the Code to examine the offices of the Auditor 
and Treasurer, made the following report, which was receiv¬ 
ed, and with the report of the experts, two hundred copies 
were ordered printed for the use of the Senate. 

THE REPORT. 


Mr. President: 

The joint committee appointed to examine the offices of 
the State Auditor and Treasurer respectively, report. 

We have examined the two offices in the following man¬ 
ner. On the day the present Treasurer, Mr. John L. Cobbs 
qualified and was installed into office we personally examined 
the office of the State Treasurer, and made a careful count 
of the funds and bonds on hand, and checked the result 
with the books in the office and saw that the proper receipts 
were executed by the incoming to the outgoing Treasurer. 

We employed two expert accountants to assist us in ex-, 
amining the books, accounts and vouchers in the Auditor's 
and Treasurer's office. These accountants made a careful 
and searching examination of all the accounts and vouchers 
and books of both offices for the two years ending November, 
1888, and compared the one with the other. 

These gentlemen, Mr. W. Turner and Mr. J. E. Mann, 
were engaged in this examination for thirty eight days and 
made to the committee a very full report, which we submit 
herewith. 

It is a source of congratulation to us as a committee and 
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as citizens that we were enabled t,o procure the survices of 
these gentlemen. 

In counting the currency in the Treasurer's office, Mr. 
Billings, of Montgomery, kindly gave us the benefit of his 
well known abilities, for which we are very grateful. 

We take the greatest, pleasure in assuring the people of 
Alabama through this General Assembly that the finances 
of this State through these offices have been managed with 
skill, honesty and diligence. 

The retiring Treasurer, Mr. F. H. Smith, returns to pri¬ 
vate life with a rocord to be emulated, and deserves, as he 
has, the confidence and esteem of his fellow citizens. 

The retiring Auditor, Maj. M, C. Burke, deserves the rep¬ 
utation that he has established, being peculiarly adapted to 
the discharge of the delicate and intricate duties devolving 
upon the Auditor of this State. His execution of the 
revenue laws has been marked with great ability, diligence 
and success. 

Such officers furnish additional proof of the ability of the 
people to govern themselves. 

Having completed its duties your committee ask to be 
discharged.

REPORT OF THE EXPERTS. 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., Jan. 30, 1889, 

Hon. W. A. Handley, Chairman, and Gentlemen Joint Com¬ 
mittee on examination of Auditors and Treasurer's offices: 
In obedience to your instructions, and under your ap¬ 
pointment as experts, we proceeded on the 8th of Decem¬ 
ber last to an examination of the books of the "Auditor's 
office" for the fiscal years ending Sept. 30th, 1887 and 1888 
and now beg leave to report that we have examined each 
and every voucher of receipts and disbursements for the 
years named; checked them in detail with the original entry 
on the books, and verified the footings of the sum totals. 

This work, in all its voluminous entirety, has been care¬ 
fully and thoroughly examined and verified. A comparison 
has also been made with the published biennial report of 



388 


the Auditor, and with the exception of a few typographical 
errors, is a correct transcript from the books. The amounts 
given in the aggregate to each separate account being cor¬ 
rect as published; and which gives you the exact financial 
condition of the State on Oct. 1st, 3888. 

We find on Dec. 13th, 1886, voucher No. 1122 in favor of 
M. W. Woodruff, Sheriff of Calhoun county, for $72.18 for 
which a warrant was drawn on the Treasurer for $72.81, 
a transposition of figures—an error the most simple and 
common to all accountants—making a difference of sixty- 
three cents (63c.) against the State: and for which over 
payment the sheriff has been written to return. 

Our attention was called by Mr. W. S. Ford, to the credit 
of commissions allowed the tax collector of Montgomery 
county, for the year 1887—there being an excess in favor 
of said tax collector of $115.93. He has been apprized of 
the fact, and upon the failure of a "bill" now pending for 
the relief of tax collectors, with reference to their commis¬ 
sions, and which covers this difference, has, we are infonned, 
signified his willingness to pay this amount to the State. 

With these two single exceptions—the first, an error in¬ 
significant, and the second a balance due by a tax collector; 
and after the most complete and searching investigation 
that could be given to each and every item of receipts and 
expenditures, we find the books absolutely correct; and 
that the late Auditor, whose administration we have exam¬ 
ined, has fully redeemed his pledge—"that the people of 
the State should have no cause to regret the confidence re¬ 
posed in him." We are highly gratified to make this state¬ 
ment, and to add that to him is largely due the improved 
financial condition of the State. 

In this connection, we take great pleasure in bearing tes¬ 
timony to the competency and attainments of Mr. W. S. 

Ford, the chief clerk in the Auditor's office; upon him falls 
the onerous and responsible duty of keeping the books of 
this office. We have had much experience in book-keep¬ 
ing as well as in their examination, and we unhestitatingly 
say, that in this business, we have never met Mr. Ford's 
superior—few are his equals. His system is perfect, and 
there is not a paper or record in the Auditor’s office 
voluminous as they are, and inadequate as are the facilities 
for keeping them, upon which which Mr. Ford cannot, in a 
moment, lay his hands. He has gone further than this, 
while his duties belong solely to the keeping of the books, 
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he has, in a large measure, acquainted himself with the laws 
controlling the Auditor's office; and to say that the loss of his 
services to the State would be almost irreparable is using 
language none too strong. 

We have also, pursuant to your instructions, compared 
the receipts and expenditures of the two years in the Au¬ 
ditor's office with the books of the Treasurer, and find that 
with outstanding, warrants not presented and unpaid, agree 
in every particular. 

In conclusion we desire to express our thanks to Hon. 
Cyrus D. Hogue, Auditor, and Hon. J. L. Cobbs, Treasurer, 
and their employes, Messrs. Ford, Owen, Williams, Ellis and 
Howell, for every facility to expedite and conduct this ex¬ 
amination in the fullest manner and for many courtesies 
and kindnesses personally extended to us. In them the 
State has able and efficient officers and courteous gentlemen. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for the high compliment of our 
appointment, and having concluded our labors, we asked to 
be discharged.

SUPPLEMENT. 

Gentlemen: 

It is, as it seems, a part, of our duty to call your attention 
to that which seems the abuse of a law, by certain probate 
judges in several counties throughout the State. 

The law requires that upon making application to the 
State for money appropriated by the State for maimed 
soldiers, the probate judge must require each applicant to 
sign his name; and in the event he can not write his name, 
his mark must be made in the presence of two witnesses. 

By reference to the vouchers of Henry, Conecuh and other 
counties, you will note the frequent absence of witnesses' 
name. As a remedy for this we would suggest that you 
require of probate judges the original application instead of 
the copy.

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 
was read as follows : 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
February 12, 1889. 


Gentlemen of the Senate: 

Section 23 of the bill entitled, "An act to incorporate the 
Anniston & Montgomery Railroad Company and to further 
the construction of said railroad" provides: 

"That, the charter shall be amendable from time to time 
by the Legislature whenever the president and directors 
shall unanimously petition for amendments specifying in 
the petition the nature of such amendment or amendments; 
and when such amendment shall be adopted by the Legis¬ 
lature and submitted to the directory and be accepted or 
adopted unanimously by the president and directors they 
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shall be binding and obligatory upon the stockholders and 
not otherwise." 

I consider that this section of the Act referred to is in 
violation of section 10 of Article XIV of the Constitution 
of this State, which provides: 

"The General Assembly shall have the power to alter, 
revoke or amend any charter of incorporation now existing 
and revocable at the ratification of this constitution, or any 
that may hereafter be created, whenever in their opinion, 
it may not be injurious to the citizens of the State; in such 
manner, however, that no injustice shall be done to the in¬ 
corporators. No law hereafter enacted shall create, renew, 
or extend the charter of more than one corporation." 

The purpose of the bill is a good one, and it conveys 
many valuable rights to the proposed corporators, and the 
work to be undertaken will probably be of great value to 
the State, I am therefore constraned—after pointing out 
this objection—confident that the section is without any 
legal vitality, in any event, to approve the bill.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, his Private Secretary, 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

February 12, 1889. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

I submit to your consideration the question of the prop¬ 
riety of Alabama's taking a fitting part in the approaching 
celebration in the city of New York of the Centennial 
anniversary of the organization of the constitutional gov¬ 
ernment of the United States, of the first meeting of 
Congress and of the inauguration of George Washington as 
President of the United States. 

The citizens of New York, in conjunction with the Cham¬ 
ber of commerce of the State of New York, the New York 
Historical Society, the order of the Cincinnati, and the 
society of the Sons of the Revolution have organized a 
committee of citizens, "on the Centennial celebration of 
April 30th, 1889," and have taken steps to make the obser¬ 
vance of the occasion worthy of the city, of the State and 
of the signal events to be commemorated. 

It has been brought to my attention that at a meeting of 
one of the committees raised in pursuance of this purpose, 
viz: The Washington Centennial Celebration committee, a 
resolution was adopted in substance, as follows: "To invite 
the co-operation of all the Governors of all the Stares and 
Territories, requesting them to bring the matter before the 
Legislatures of the several States, and requesting the atten¬ 
dance of members of the Legislatures, of gentlemen whose 
ancestors took a prominent part in the inauguration in and of 
the inhabitants of the States who would be particularly in¬ 
terested in the event." 

I have received from a like committee, the sub-committee 
on States an invitation extended to myself and staff, to the 
Legislature, and to prominent citizen of Alabama, to attend 
in the city of New York on the occasion of the celebration. 

Washington is the most August figure in our history and 
his inauguration as President of the United States was the 
fonnal initiation of a system of government which remains 
to invoke the admiration and reverence of every American, 
and it would seem appropriate for the people of Alabama 
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to honor his memory, honor the State, and honor the Union 
itself by participating in the approaching celebration.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR.

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 
was read as follows : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

February 20, 1889. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 

I herewith return without my approval Senate bill 231, 
entitled an act for the relief of Samuel J. Bolling and 
Warren R. Thaggard, as sureties on the official bond of 
Jonathan L. Powell, as judge of probate for the county of 
Butler. On or about the 11th day of May, 1887, having 
received information that the accounts of one Powell, fonner 
judge of probate of Butler county, needed examination. 

I dispatched Mr. Jas. A. Reeves, the examiner of public 
accounts, to Greenville, Alabama, with instructions to 
examine into the accounts of the fonner judge of probate 
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with the State and to make a full report thereon. On the 
12th day of August, 1887, the examiner made a very full 
and comprehensive report, wherein it appeared that there 
was a default to the State, amounting in the aggregate to 
$9,590.92. This report is on file in the office of the Auditor, 
subject of course to public inspection. 

The Auditor was instructed to inquire into the sufficiency 
of the sureties, and if found sufficient to collect the money. 

He reported the sufficiency of the sureties and the necessity 
for suit in order to enforce the claims of the State. Two of 
the sureties applied for compromise to the board constituted 
by law composed of the State Auditor, then Mr. Burke, the 
present Attoney General and the Governor, and after hearing 
evidence touching the justice of the claim and the suffi¬ 
ciency of the sureties, it was the unanimous opinion that 
the claim was legal, just, amply secured, and should be 
collected, Thereupon according to law the claim was placed 
in the hands of the solicitor of the 2nd judicial circuit, 

Mr. Stallings, and he with the Attorney General, reduced the 
claim to judgment, after a trial before a jury in the cir¬ 
cuit court of Butler county, the home of the sureties who 
by this bill are asked to be relieved. 

Until some other mode for securing indemnity for defaults, 
other than the execution and delivery of official bonds is 
established by law, I hold that it is just and entirely equit¬ 
able that the sureties should make good their contract of 
indemnity to the State. Mr. Powell was elected judge of 
probate of Butler county by the people thereof, but some¬ 
thing more than election is necessary to the occupancy of 
the responsible office of judge of probate, the individual 
chosen by the people is required to execute and deliver a 
bond for the faithful discharge of his duty. Sureties, in 
qualifying an officer elected, promise the State that they 
will make good his default. If the default occurs and the 
surety is amply solvent, there is in my opinion no room for 
questioning the duty of those to whom is entrusted the 
collection of the revenue of the State. After the rendition 
of the judgment in the circuit court of Butler county, these 
sureties applied to the solicitor and the Attorney-General for 
delay as to a part of the claim of the State, and a delay of 
six months as to over one-half of the amount was granted, 
to them by the solicitor and Attorney-General and their 
action received the approval of the board to which I have 
heretofore referred. 
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The proposition which would relieve these securities 
from paying interest on this debt would also relieve them 
from paying the principal, and the establishment of this 
doctrine would require the State in justice and in equity to 
return a great deal of money which has been collected 
from reluctant sureties. 

In this case the default is acknowledged, the debt is 
confessedly just and in my opinion the surety is ample.

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

Since my induction into office I have to report, in com¬ 
pliancy with section 21 of an act, 

"To ratify and confirm the settlement of the existing 
indebtedness of this State, as proposed in the report of the 
commissioners appointed under the act approved 17th 
December, 1874, and which was communicated to the 
General Assembly by message of the Governor of 24th 
January, 1876, and to carry said settlement into effect by 
the issuance of new bonds of this State, at a reduced rate 
of interest, in adjustment of a portion of said indebtedness, 
and the surrender of certain securities held by the State 
in discharge of another portion of said indebtedness " 
approved February 23, 1876, the following bond exchanges:

I have caused accurate descriptions to be made of "all 
bonds, notes and evidences of debt of any kind against the 
State received under the provisions of this act" as I find 
filed here since November, 1878; and as provided by law 
will have same burned in the presence of the Secretary of 
State and Attorney General. 

In making the record referred, to I ascertain that on the 
20th June, 1879, in an exchange with Hollgarten & Co., of 
New York, they presented for exchange two eight per cent 
bonds for $500 each, numbered respectively 992 and 993, 
issued under Act December 12th, 1868, and received there¬ 
for, as appears from the record, four class "A" bonds of $500 
each, numbered 6786, 6787, 6788 and 6789, making an 
error on favor of Hollgarten & Co., and against the State 
of one thousand dollars. 

I have been assured that this error, principal and interest, 
will be made good in a very short while.

SPECIAL REPORT FROM FINANCE COMMITTEE ON SUBJECT OF 

ALABAMA STRAIGHT BONDS HELD BY S. H. KNEELAND AND 
GEORGE WILKINSON, RECEIVER, &C. 

Mr. Brewer, from the committee on Finance, submitted 
the following report: 

Mr. President: 
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Your committee on Finance and Taxation, to which was 
referred the message ot" the Governor, us follows: 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

February 2, 1889. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

I am requested to transmit to you a memorial on the 
subject of certain bonds of this State, alleged to have been 
issued under an act approved 3rd March. 1870, and in ac¬ 
cordance with this request the memorial is herewith trans¬ 
mitted.

And which memorial of said Kneeland and Wilkinson, 
referred to in said message, is appended hereto, marked ex¬ 
hibit “ A.” Having fully considered said message and 
memorial, and heard able counsel, to wit: H. C. Semple 
and Milton Humes, Esqs , in advocacy of said memorial 
and the claim against the State presented thereby, and 
after calling before them L W. Lawler, Esq., surviving debt 
commissioner of the State under the act for the appoint¬ 
ment, of commissioners to liquidate and adjust all claims 
against the State of Alabama, arising from bonds issued or 
endorsed in the name of the State, approved 17th Decem¬ 
ber, 1874, and the act of like title approved 14th of Decem¬ 
ber, 1876, and made such further search and investigation 
as the importance of the subject appeared to demand, 
respectfully report as follows: 

1. That they find that an act approved 3d March, 1870, 
authorized the issuance of bonds as alleged in said memorial. 

2. That it appears that memorialists bought bonds of 
this issue, but it does not appear whether said Kneeland 
bought before or after default in the payment by the State 
of the interest on said bonds, but the said Wilkinson (or 
rather the New York Savings lustititute) purchased 10th 
of October, 1870. 

3. That it appears that no interest has been paid on the 
bonds issued under said act since 1st July, 1872, at which 
time the State made default in the payment of interest on 
all bonds issued by it. 
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4. That the report of the debt commissinners, dated 
24th January, 1876, shows that, said bonds represented by 
memorialists were enumerated as part of the claims alleged 
to he outstanding against the State, but further shows that 
no presentation to said commissioners of this claim was 
made, and that they took no action thereon. 

5. That no suit, was brought by the holders of said bonds 
prior to the Constitution of 1875, which became operative 
the 6th of December, 1875, though more than three years 
had elapsed before that date since interest had been paid on 
said bonds, and suit might, have been brought within that 
time; and that since the said Constitution, which inhibits 

the bringing of suit against the State, became operative, 
no action has ever been taken by the holders of said bonds to 
establish their claim before any Legislature of the State till 
the presentation of this memorial at the present session. 

6. That the date of said act of 3rd of March, 1870, by 
authority of which the bonds of memorialists were issued, 
shows that it was enacted and said bonds were authorized 
to be issued by a body of persons who were not elected as 
a Legislature by any vote or other action of the people of 
this State, but, which body of men were legislated into 
power in this State by an art of the Federal Congress then 
dominated by a partisan majority inflamed by the passions 
of a sectional war, and held in their us usurped place by the 
might of Federal arms; that this body of men was composed 
(with a few worthy exceptions) of aliens, adventurers, and 
ignorant negroes; and that it is a fact of historic notoriety 
that their general conduct was violative of every charac 
teristic or principle of representative responsibility. 

7. That, as a special notice of the rapacious and illegal 
conduct of this body of persons, in their “'railroad legisla¬ 
tion,” a mass meeting of the people of this State was held 
at the State capital, on the 9th of March 1870, which was 

a day or two after their adjournment, whereat resolutions 
were adopted denouncing the said body as “foes” of mercy, 
of truth, of honesty, and of God,” a copy of the proceedings 
of which meeting is hereto appended, marked Exhibit “B.” 

8. That an investigating committee of the lower House 
of the Legislature of this State reported 23rd of January, 

1871, certain testimony, taken under oath, respecting the 
issuance of bonds to railroad companies, which testimony 
is found by your committee in the Montgomery Advertiser 
of the 8th of February, 1871; an abstract of which is 
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hereto appended, marked Exhibit “C,” and this testimony 
tends strongly to show the corrupt conduct of the body of 
persons who passed the act authorizing the issuance of the 
bonds held by memorialists and the particular facts relating 
to the issuance of their bonds. 

9. That, at the succeeding session of said Legislature, 
another committee made report of their investigation of 
the like nature, which report is found in the House Journal 
of 1871-2, page 317; and this report contains a reference to 
their investigation into the issuance of the bonds held by 
memorialists, from which is extracted the following: “The 
committee feel bound to call the attention of the House to 
the fact that Lewis Owen declined to answer the question 
propounded to him as to whether the passage of this act 
was secured by bribery.” 

10. That under section 19 of the act of Feb. 23, 1876, 
entitled “an act to ratify and confirm the settlement of the 
existing indebtedness of the State,” etc., it was provided 
that certain bonds to issue to take up the $2,000,000 of 
straight bonds of the State issued to the Alabama & Chat¬ 
tanooga Railroad Company should issue within ten years 
from the date of said act, which ten years expired by limita¬ 
tion on the 23d of February, 1886; and no item of the debt 
settlement of the State made at that period so nearly 
approximates in the facts of its creation as the one now 
under consideration, and if memorialists had presented 
their claim to said commissioners and the same had then 
been adjusted or acted on as all others of like kind were, 
and as they had a right to be, the said limitation of ten 
years, which now applies to and bars many outstanding 
bonds of recognized validity, would have barred the claim 
of memorialists to consideration at this late day. 

11. That, referring to further evidence in this case, your 
committee heard the verbal statement of Mr. George 
Wilkinson, one of memorialists, that the George Opdyke & 
Co. alluded to in their memorial were the agents of the 
Newark Savings Institution for the purchase of bonds, and 
his further statement that said bank complied with the law 
by paying the full minimum price fixed by the act of issuance 
for the sale of said bonds; but no statement was made by 

the other memorialist, Mr. Kneeland. Nor did he appear 
before your committee, though he was in this city at the 
time of this hearing. On the other hand, the verbal state¬ 
ment of Gen. Lawler, surviving debt commissioner, tends to 
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show that said debt commissioners did not respect the 
bonds of memorialists as a just obligation on the State, 
because of their opinion that they were issued corruptly, 
but it is conceded that the bonds of memorialists were 
never presented to said commissioners for their action 
as they should have been, and as all claims of like kind 
were, and hence were never actually passed upon by them. 

12. That as against their plea of bona fide purchasers 
without notice, earnestly urged by memorialists, and which 
they insist they have the evidence to establish, if the bur¬ 
den of proving the averment is put on them, your committee 
have met and dealt with as above, but it is fair to say that 
memoralists further insist on the equitable ground that 
the bonds represented by them were on important factor 
in the building and completion of the railroad for 
whose benefit they appear to have been issued. What ef¬ 
fect this latter plea may have if established, is in great 
or perhaps full measure answered by the fact that the State 
had already endorsed the bonds of said M. & E. Railroad 
Company to the amount of $16,000 a mile, or a total amount 
of $1,280,000 for eighty, miles of railroad; whereby, however, 
the State lost nothing. 

Your committee, after thus summarizing the salient facts, 
and tendencies of facts and evidence, as they appear to 
them in this case, respectfully submit that these facts and 
this evidence amply justify their finding as follows: (1) 

That these bonds of the M. & E. R. K. Co., were issued by 
a body of persons whose usurped authority was known to 
all men, and therefore to memorialists, and the acts of which 
body of persons are only binding on the people of this 
State so far as they choose to validate or recognize them, 
and if they choose not to validate or recognize them, 
not only no moral obliquity can attach to their such action, 
but in the sense of political prescience it might well be 
esteemed as a protest against usurpation in the past and a 
shield of defense therefrom for the future, (2.) that these 
bonds were issued by corrupt means, and the general rule 
that fraud vitiates contracts might well be applied to this 
case when the present holders bought said bonds at the very 
time when the usurping and illegal authority that issued, 
them was still dominant in this State, and was undergoing 
the censure and denunciation of the moral portion of man 
kind; (3.)that the late day at which the present demand is 
made renders it not only stale; but suggests to the mind 
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that the facts attendant on the creation of it was desired 
to be forgotten before its presentation, or that it was hoped 
some revolution of the wheel of political events might so 
occur as to enable the holders of these bonds to secure that 
favorable consideration which would not have been had 
while their ignominious history was rife in the memory of 
the outraged people who had regained their owns; and (4) that 
the effort of the State to administer on its assets and alleged 
or genuine liabilities, by means of the debt commission of 
1874, was so comprehensive and notorious that, the defense 
of res adjudicata might well be suggested to this, and to all 
other claims which had a common fatherhood with this, if 
indeed, the statutes of non-claim and other rides of repose 
were not in a court, of conscience, a sufficient bar to this 
and all kindred questions, the reopening of which must 
lead to serious consequences, if indulged in a single instance. 

Therefore, your committee submit to your honorable 
body that memorialists have not, made out a sufficient case 
for their relief in the manner of their prayer; that, is to say by 
the appointment of a commission to hear and detennine 
on the evidened they insist that they can produce in support 
of their claim, to be submitted to the action of a future 
Legislature; and your committee do recommend that said 
memorial be dismissed from further consideration by your 
honorable body, and pray that they may be discharged.

MINORITY REPORT. 

Mr. Rice presented the following minority report: 

Mr. President: 

The committee on Finance and Taxation to which was 
referred the message of the Governor transmitting to the 
Senate a memorial of the subject of certain bonds of this 
State alleged to have been issued under an act approved

March 3, 1870, have had the same under consideration and 
respectfully submit the following minority report. 

We have given to the matter of this memorial as full an 
investigation and consideration as the limits of the session 
and necessary attention to other matters of legislation 
would permit. The bonds held by the memorialists belong 
to a class of liabilities growing out out of a policy first, in¬ 
augurated by the General Assembly in 1866, to aid and en¬ 
courage the building of railroads in the State, by lending 
its credit to such enterprises.

As to the merits of this policy we do not, understand 
it is either our province or of practical importance at this 
time to detennine. The General Assembly had the right 
under the Constitution as it was then framed to adopt such 
policy if they deemed it wise to do so, and as a consequence 
the acts of the legally recognized General Assembly in pur- 
sunace of that policy, using the language employed by the 
debt commissioners in their report, to the General Assem¬ 
bly, session 1875-6, in reference to this legislation, “we 
feel bound to respect.” (p. 21, of reports.) 

The bonds here under discussion were issued in pursuance 
of an act of the General Assembly, approved March the 3d, 
1870, a copy of which accompanies the memorial. 

So far as the bonds are concerned, having in view the in- 
Tegrity, good faith and credit of the State, the question for 
us to determine is, should the State recognize the iability 
to any extent, and if so to what? We are satisfied that in¬ 
fluences were used in reference to this and kindred legisla¬ 
tion which should receive the unqualified condemnation of 
all honest men. To what extent, these improper influences 
tended to produce the legislation we are unable to say. 

What effect such conduct had upon the part of those inter¬ 
ested in procuring the legislation, should have upon the 
rights asserted by these memorialists, must be determined 
by evidence of their good faith in the purchase of the bonds 
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held by them. They claim by their memorial and by state¬ 
ments made to the committee, that upon an an investigation 
of the matter they can show that the bonds were purchased 
as an investment in the usual and regular course of business, 
from the financial agents of the Montgomery & Eufaula 
Railroad Company in October, 1870, at a price within the 
limit prescribed by the act of 1870, and were paid for with¬ 
out any knowledge, information or suspicion by the pur¬ 
chaser of any infirmity attaching to them. We have been 
unable to investigate and inquire into these questions in 
such a manner as would be satisfactory to ourselves, or the 
General Assembly to our conclusions from them, and if our 
conclusion was, after a full investigation of all the facts and 
circumstances attending the transaction, that the State 
should recognize its liability we are not prepared to say or 
to recommend what course should be pursued in reference 
to the adjustment and settlement of the matter ; or upon 
what basis a settlement should be made. All other liabili¬ 
ties of the State growing out of its issue of straight and 
endorsed bonds in aid of railroads were either settled by 
the commissioners appointed under act of the General 
Assembly at session 1874-5, or have been since virtually 
settled and disposed of in pursuance of the recommenda¬ 
tion contained in said report, so that there now remains no 
portion of these liabilities outstanding and unsettled ex¬ 
cept the $300,000 of straight bonds now under consideration. 

We have been unable to investigate and enquire into the 
question in such a manner as would be satisfactory to 
ourselves or the General Assembly, we therefore ask to be 
discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

EXHIBIT “ A.”-MEMORIAL TO THE GOVERNOR AND GENERAL 

ASSEMBLY OF ALABAMA ON THE SUBJECT OF ALABAMA 
STRAIGHT BONDS HELD BY S. H. KNEELAND AND 
GEORGE WILKINSON, RECEIVER; &C. 

To the Governor and General Assembly 

of the State of Alabama: 

S. H. Kneeland, of the city of New York, and George 
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Wilkinson, as Receiver of the Newark Savings Institution, 
of Newark, New Jersey, respectfully show to the Governor 
and General Assembly of Alabama, that they are the holders 
of two hundred and sixty-six bonds of the State of Alabama 
for one thousand dollars each, executed and put in circula¬ 
tion by the State under the act approved March the 3d, 1870, 
entitled “an act to lend the credit of the State of Alabama 
to the Montgomery & Eufaula Railroad Company, for the 
purpose of expediting the construction of its railroad 
within said State.” Said act is found in the printed acts of 
1869-70, pages 376-377. 

The said Kneeland is the holder and owner of one hundred 
and sixty-six of said bonds, winch were purchased by the 
Mechanics & Traders Savings Institution of the city of 
New York, one hundred of them from George Opdyke & 

Co., of New York, the agents of the Montgomery & Eufaula 
Railroad Company, at the price of ninety-five (95) cents on 
the dollar, the other sixty-six (66) purchased from V. K. 
Stevenson, of New York, at ninety-eight (98) cents on the 
dollar. One hundred of said bonds are held and owned by 
George Wilkinson, as the receiver of the Newark Savings 
Institute, of Newark, New Jersey, by which they were pur¬ 
chased from George Opdyke & Co., the agents of the 
Montgomery & Eufaula Railroad Company, at ninety (90) 
cents on the dollar and accrued interest. 

That said bonds are part of an issue of three hundred 
bonds of one thousand dollars each, issued by the State 
under said act, and dated April 1st, 1870, and payable 
January 1st, 1900, with semi-annual interest coupons 
attached, at the rate of eight per cent, per annum, payable 
on the first days of July and January of each year, until 
January, 1900, when the principal becomes due. 

That said bonds were executed, issued and sold, in strict 
conformity to the act; that they were listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, and thereby stamped as valid and 
meritorious in that market. They were purchased by said 
savings institutions not as a speculation, but as investments 
of the hard earnings of the poor, confided to them for safe 
investment. 

That the State paid the interest on said bonds, and the 
coupons therefor were cut off and surrendered up to Jan¬ 
uary, 1873, but that since that date no interest has been 
paid, and no provision whatever has been made by the 
State for its payment; though the object in view, the com- 
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pletion of the railroad of the Montgomery & Eufaula Rail¬ 
road Company, was effected by the use of the money paid 
for said bonds, without, which it could never have been com¬ 
pleted, and the revenues of the State and the value of the 
property of its citizens have thereby been greatly 
enchanced. 

That in the year 1876 the Commissioners appointed to 
ascertain, adjust and liquidate claims against, the State of 
Alabama, arising from bonds issued or endorsed, in the 
name of the State, in their report to the Governor, did not 
refer to the issue of bonds now under discussion except to 
state its amount. As regards the Montgomery and Eufaula 
Railroad, and several other railroads mentioned in connec 
tion therewith, the report of the commissioners only referred 
to the fact that there was “litigation then pending in the 
courts of this State and Tennessee, of an important charac¬ 
ter, involving points of law that will, in all probability, very 
materially change the aspect of what is claimed as the liabil¬ 
ity of the State upon its endorsement of the bonds of those 
companies, and the commissioners expressed the hope in 
regard to such endorsements by the State, that the litigation 
might result in convincing the holders of such endorsed 
bonds that their true interest would be best advanced by 
their acceptance of a transfer of the lien of the State created 
by statute, and giving the State a full discharge from those 
claims against it. This suggestion of the commissioners 
had reference only to railroad bonds endorsed by the State. 

In no way did the commissioners in their report question 
the validity and fairness of the issue of the straight State 
bonds now under discussion. They simply left these bonds 
as an unquestioned claim against the State without making 
any provision for the settlement thereof, or any suggestion 
in regard thereto. Prior to the issue by the State of its 
bonds now under discussion, it had endorsed twelve hun¬ 
dred and eighty 1st mortgage bonds of one thousand dollars 
each of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company. 

The holders of these bonds acquired the statutory hen of 
the State. This was a superior hen upon the property of 
that company, for an amount greater than the whole value 
of the property. In fact the said road was sold under said 
lien of said endorsed bonds so transferred by the State for 
more than its value, or what it would cost to build one by 
its side, by reason of competition for its control, and yet it 
was not enough to pay off these endorsed bonds, and a prior 
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mortgage given to the State which had before that time 
been transferred by it to the South & North Alabama Rail¬ 
road Company, amounting; to about sixty thousand dollars. 
But each holder of one endorsed bond got upwards of $1,600 
for the principal and interest on his bond of $1,000. From 
this fact that all the property of the Montgomery & Eufaula 
Railroad Company was insufficient to satisfy prior liens, it 
is manifest that the commissioners never could have thought 
that the State should put off the holders of $300,000 of its 
straight bonds purchased for full value, by the empty gift 
of an inferior lien held by the State on property completely 
covered up by prior hens, already transferred by the State 
to other parties. 

That this litigation could not have been looked to by the 
commissioners as a means of satisfying these bonds to the 
holders, is also apparent from the fact, that no holder of such 
bonds was in any sense a creditor of the Montgomery & Eu¬ 
faula Railroad Company, nor could he have asserted any 
claim against the Montgomery & Eufaula Railroad Com¬ 
pany or its property. They were creditors of the State of 
Alabama alone. 

In all the cases named by the commissioners, the holders 
of the bonds endorsed by the State, got the whole property 
of the several railroad companies, or the proceeds of the 
sale thereof, or else the State made settlement by the is¬ 
suance of new bonds for the payment of something. 

In other instances in which the State had issued its 
straight bonds and loaned them to railroad companies for 
sale, it acknowledged its liability and made some pro¬ 
vision for its discharge. Of the bonds mentioned by the 
commissioners in their report, with the single exception of 
the bonds here under discussion, a settlement was suggested 
and effected in all instances where the State alone was the 
debtor, and where it was merely endorser, it relinquished 
in favor of the bondholders all security it held against the 
principals. 

The settlement then made by the State of the great bulk 
of the claims against it, was as much as the improverished 
state of its finances at that time could stand. The State 
held $300,000 of the second mortgage bonds of the Mont¬ 
gomery & Eufaula Railroad Company, deposited in its 
treasury in exchangr for the State bonds here under discus¬ 
sion, pursuant to the terms of the act of March 3d 1870. 

The commissioners must have hoped, that as a result of 
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the litigation in regard to the Montgomery & Eufaula Rail¬ 
road, enough would be realized from its sale to enable the 
State to realize sufficient on its three hundred second mor¬ 
tgage bonds for $1,000 each held by it, to meet and satisfy 
its own straight bonds, and thus the claim on these bonds 
was left unadjusted and subject to future settlement, as 
recommended in the report of the joint committee of the 
General Assembly, adopted by it. 

The undersigned, George Wilkinson, as Receiver of the 
Newark Savings Institution, makes this application under 
the order and direction of the Chancery Court of New 
Jersey. 

S. H. Kneeland represents to you that he was advised 
by the Governor and one of the commissioners when he 
visited Alabama in reference to these bonds several years 
ago, to defer any application to the General Assembly to a 
more convenient season. The commissioners had reported 
that “one thing needed by the State, now, is indulgence. 

Its finances are broken down, and the State needs rest.” 

Now, when the revenues of the State are increasing, 
though its taxation has been much reduced, and its credit 
is sufficient to enable it to sell a 4 per cent, bond above 
par, while in 1870 its 8 per cent, bonds could not be sold at 
that price; now that it is deriving a sufficient increase of 
revenue from the effect of the completion of the Montgom¬ 
ery & Eufaula Railroad, which was accomplished only by 
the use of the money advanced on the bonds held by us— 
by the Mechanics and Traders Savings Institution of New 
York and the Newark Savings Institution of New Jersey. 

Having patiently waited until the State has recovered 
from its financial depression, and can no longer call itself 
impoverished, we respectfully appeal to you to refer the 
matter of our claim to a commission to inquire into the 
facts, hear proof upon the subject, and to be authorized, 
subject to the approval of the General Assembly, to make 
a fair and equitable adjustment of our demands. 

A copy of the act authorizing the issue of laid bonds is 
hereto attached.

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NO. 296.] AN ACT. 

To lend the credit of the State of Alabama to the Montgomery 
and Eufaula Railroad Company; for the purpose of ex¬ 
pediting the construction of its railroad within said State. 

WHEREAS, The multiplication of the means of transpor¬ 
tation by railway from the central, and other portions of 
Alabama to the best harbors or ports of the Atlantic, is es¬ 
sential to the reduction of the high rates which still prevail 
for transportation between the points above indicated. 

Whereas, The railroad of the Montgomery and Eufaula 
Railroad Company will increase the facilities and reduce 
the price of transportation between said points, and thus 
contribute materially to the welfare and prosperity of the 
people of Alabama; 

Whereas, The considerable portion of said railroad must 
necessarily be constructed through one of the best agricul¬ 
tural regions of the earth, but which is a region of prairie 
requiring extraordinary expense in the construction and 
maintenance of a railroad: Therefore— 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That 
the Governor of this State be, and he is hereby authorized 
and required to loan to the Montgomery and Eufaula Rail¬ 
road Company above mentioned, for the purpose of expedit¬ 
ing the construction of the railroad of said company, three 
hundred thousand dollars in the bonds of this State, payable 
in not less than fifteen, nor more than thirty years from 
their date, bearing interest at the rate of eight per cent, per 
annum, payable semi-annually in the City of New York, 
upon the execution and delivery to the Governor by said 
railroad company of its second mortgage bonds for the like 
amount, and with like interest. The interest on these 
second mortgage bonds to be payable in every instance at 
the treasury of this State, at least fifteen days before the 
corresponding interest on the said State bonds is payable; 
which said second mortgage bonds shall constitute a lien 
upon all the property and franchises of said railroad com¬ 
pany, and the acceptance of this loan shall bind the said 
railroad company never to apply for any further aid from 
this State than is provided for by the laws now existing; 
Provided, That the bonds issued under the provision of 
this act, shall not be sold for a less amount than ninety 
cents on the dollar.

SEC. 2 Be it further enacted. That the said Montgomery 
and Eufaula Railroad Company shall provide a sinking 
fund for the liquidation of the principal of this loan, the 
same, and in the same manner, and upon the same terms 
as are now required by the general law providing for the 
State indorsement of the bonds of the several railroad com¬ 
panies in this State. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the said Montgomery 
and Eufaula Railroad Company, before receiving any of the 
benefits of this act, shall furnish to the Governor undoubted 
and satisfactory security for the faithful application of the 
bonds, or the proceeds thereof, to the further construction 
and equipment of the said Montgomery and Eufaula Rail¬ 
road. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That before receiving any 
of the bonds provided for in this act, the paid Montgomery 
and Eulaula Railroad Company shall execute a good and 
sufficient bond, with undoubted personal security, condit¬ 
ioned, that said railroad of said company shall be completed 
to the city of Eufaula, Barbour county, by the first day of 
October, A. D , 1871.

EXHIBIT “ B.”—INDIGNATION MEETING-MONTGOMERY, ALA., 

MARCH 9, 1870. 

There was a respectable attendance of citizens at the 
theatre last evening, assembled by the call previously pub¬ 
lished for the purpose of denouncing recent Radical legisla¬ 
tion, and the evil the Radical party have brought and are 
likely to bring upon our over-taxed and oppressed people. 

Judge Stone was appointed President of the meeting, and 
Mr. Frank L. Smith, Secretary, Strong and effective speeches 
were made by Judge Stone, General Clayton, Col. Troy and 
others, and the following resolutions were presented by 
Judge Arrington and unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we view with unfeigned solicitude the 
recent reckless and improvident acts of the majority of the 
General Assembly of Alabama, and can not refrain from 
the expression of our indignation at its wanton disregard of 
the interests of our entire population. 

Resolved, That the creation by the Radical party of

ous than its unwarrantable usurpation of authority and its 
overthrow of the rights of popular election. 

Resolved, That from the avowed policy of the Radical 
party, the hopeless bankruptcy and irretrievable ruin of the 
State are be apprehended, unless by the united and inde¬ 
fatigable efforts of the wise and patriotic portion of our 
countrymen, this corrupt and unscrupulous faction be 
driven from the power it has usurped, and expelled from 
the posts of honor it degrades, and which too long it has 
desecrated.

From the testimony of witness before the committee of 
the House of Representatives of the General Assembly of 
Alabama, appointed to investigate the condition of the 
railroads of Alabama, and the issue of bonds to said rail¬ 
roads by the State, Session of 1870-71, submitted January 
23, 1871. 

Committee:—Taul Bradford, W. C. Gates, B. B. Lewis, 
N. Strouss, R. K. Boyd and John A. Steele. 

Testimony of Mr. Holmes: 

“I was residing in the city of Montgomery at the last 
session. I do not know Mr. Stanton. I knew other presidents 
of roads, they were here at the time. On the last day of 
the session of 1869-70 Mr. Gilmer, president of the North 
and South R. R. came to see me and asked me to loan him 
$25,000 for 24 to 48 hours, not longer. He told me he 
wanted to use it at the Capitol. I did not care to give it to 
him at first, he told me it was a favor and he would give me 
39 
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a check on New York. I declined doing so and asked him to 
go to the banker of the road, his reply was that he had been 
there but that he asked too much for it. I then advised 
him to go to Mr. Farley. He said Mr. Farley declined to 
furnish him the money. He insisted on me, and I made 
the proposition that if Mr. Farley would advance one-half I 
would advance the other half. He again went to Farley 
who gave him $12,500 which he showed me on his return to 
my office. I then advanced him the other $12,500. He 
then left, I do not know where he went to. He came to 
my office next day and I congratulated him on the passage 
of his bill. His answer was “yes, but it cost me $10,000 
more. He abused Mr. Hardy, the chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. He said Mr. Hardy had acted shabbily. He had 
agreed to pass the bill for $25,000, but that on the eleventh 
hour he had gone back on him and made him pay $10,000 
more, making $35,000. He stated that he received the 
$10,000 from Mr. Josiah Morris. Mr. H. was a member 
of the Legislature at the time. I am positive that Mr. 

Gilmer borrowed the money from me at the last day of the 
session. I saw Mr. Gilmer the same night at the Capitol. 

Tesimony of Mr. Michell: 

“I was connected with the financial agency of the State, 
as Lehman, Durr & Co. At the time Gov. Smith took office 
there was about $300,000 falling due, we were approached 
to know how we could meet it. During the last days of 
the session, Col. Owen, President of the Montgomery & 
Eufaula Railroad asked me for a loan of 20 or 25 thousand 
dollars, I declined giving a positive answer until next day, 
when I made him the proposition that, if he would give me 
as collateral, two dollars in bonds to each one dollar, I 
would advance him what he wanted. He accepted the 
proposition and I loaned him 20 or 25 thousand dollars not 
positive as to the exact amount. He insisted that he must 
have part of it next day. The bonds left as collateral were 
the bonds issued to the Montgomery & Eufaula Railroad. 

I took his word that he would deposit them as collaterals, 
when the State would issue them to him; in addition to 
which I took a 60 days draft on Geo. Opdyke & Co., 

New York.”

To all the officers and employee of this Senate, I desire for 
myself to return thanks, for their kindness and aid in 
carrying on the public business. The servant who has 
ministered to our comfort in this chamber, the pages, the 
assistant doorkeeper, the doorkeeper, our engrossing and 
enrolling clerks, the clerks of the judiciary committee, of 
the committee on revision of laws, and of the com¬ 
mittee on corporarion, the assistant Secretary and 
Secretary have all tried to do and have done their duty well 
and efficiently. And to them all I feel grateful, and to 
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them I feel that they are all my friends. They have all by 
their help lightened thp labors of the chair. I owe a debt 
of gratitude to the Secretary of this body which I can never 
repay, for his untiring labor, care and the perfect fidelity 
with which he has at all times so efficiently perfonned his 
whole duty, and by so doing has rendered my labors com¬ 
paratively light. 

Many of us Senators were strangers when this body 
convened. We have come to kn ow each other, and to 
fonn strong and lasting friendships which will follow us 
through life. 

For your confidence and charity and unifonn kindness, I 
sincerely thank you and if I have at any time by word or 
act done anything to give pain to any Senator I know he 
will in his magnanimity and generosity of heart forgive and 
forget it. I can only say that I have done the best I could, 
and have tried earnestly and conscientiously to do my 
whole duty, without fear, favor, or partiality, and this will 
be to me through life a proud consolation—this is the best 
any mortal can do—it, is my greatest comfort under this 
sun. And you have done your duty nobly and faithfully, 
and industriously, and whatever adverse criticisms may be 
made upon the work of this session of this Senate, no one 
can, in truth, say that, the aims of the members of this 
body have not been to serve the State faithfully and pat¬ 
riotically. 

And now, fellow-Senators, I hope I have the friendship 
and good will of every member of this Senate. I assure 
you of my friendship. 

Hoping that you will return to your homes and find the 
loved ones there well and happy, and that, each one of 
you may, through life, ever enjoy Heaven’s richest blessings, 
I bid each and all of you an affectionate farewell. 

And now our labors being ended, in accordance with the 
requirements of our Supreme Law, I declare the Alabama 
Senate ofl888-1889 adjourned, sine die
